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PREFACE. 



Is offering the following pages to the Yeomanry, a body 
of men, to whose patriotic and zealous services the 
country has been so often indebted for the preservation 
of the rights and properties of the subject, it may be 
well to give some explanation of the views with which 
this Abridgment has been compiled, and the object it is 
intended to forward. 

There exists much variety in the organization of the 
British Yeomanry Corps. Some Regunents which have 
been long established are on a footing of discipline hardly 
susceptible of improvement. Others of more recent forma- 
tion, are in circumstances of some difficulty as to interior 
arrangement, and the utmost exertion and activity on 
the part of their Officers, will be necessary before they 
can be brought to the perfection of the older corps. 
Several Regiments of Yeomanry can number as many 
as six, eight, and even ten Troops, a body so numerous 
as hardly to be within the management of a regimental 
staff of the usual establishment, and these too, dispersed 
over a great extent of country, and seldom assembled 
regimentidly for exercise. Their means of obtaining in- 
struction are also limited, and the Troop Serieatvt-MflA{^.x%^ 
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although generally an experienced, zealous, and intelligent 
class of men, yet from want of practice must necessarily 
lose some of their knowledge of field duty. 

Besides the embodied Regiments, there are a great 
number of independent Troops of Yeomanry in various 
parts of the country, many of which are in excellent order^ 
while others from having fewer opportunities of com- 
parison, than exists among the embodied Regiments, are 
far less advanced in acquaintance with their field duty. 
The degree of proficiency is quite as various in the oflScers 
and men in general, as in the diflPereut corps. 

There are to bie found in the rianks of the Yeomaniy 
many Officers and Non-commissioned Officers, who, from 
former service in the regular Cavalry, are perfectly familiar 
with all points of regimental duty and command. Another 
description of Officer in the Yeomanry consists of gentle- 
men. who, from a natural miUtary taste, or from a laudable 
desire to perform well whatever they take in hand, and to 
qualify themselves for the command which their position 
in their own neighbourhood leads them to assume in these 
corps, have made themselves nearly, or quite as mu^, 
masters of their business as if they had gone through the 
whole gradation of instruction in the Regiments of the 
Line. But on the other hand there are some Yeomanry 
Officers, who, from necessary avocations, and totally 
different pursuits, are unable to follow up their detaSl of 
duty, although anxious to promote the advantage of their 
corps, and proud to appear in the ranks of such respeot- 
able associations. And it must not be forgotten, that 
however efficient and active their Officers naay be, the 
very short periods allotted for the training of Yeonuknry 
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will not admit of much of that practical instruction by 
which the Cavahy recruit is usually formed. 

The existing Regulation of the Cavalry must always 
be the standard for the guidance of Yeomanry ; but 
enottgh has been said to Qhow, that however essential for 
tef&eencef and useful to the Officer who has made field 
movements his peculiar study^ still as a manuail for the 
Troop Serjeant-Major^ by which to drill the detached 
Troop, or as a guide for the Oflicer who has recently 
enrolled himself in a Regiment of Yeomanry, and desires 
to arrive at the necessary degree of acquaintance with 
his duty to enable him to acquit himself creditably, the 
Cavalry Regulation may, by some abridgment in its 
details, be made more easy of acquirement, without injury 
to its principles* Indeed, there is much of that Regula- 
tion, which however essential for regular Cavalry, may be 
considered quite inapplicable for Yeomanry, if only on 
the score of there not being time for acquiring it, even 
superficially. For instance, the period necessary in the 
Regulars to pass a recruit through the riding-school, and 
iBOunt him in squadron, is from four to six months, and 
it very frequently happens that those country recruits 
who have been accustomed all their lives to horses, give 
the riding-master most trouble to initiate them in the 
details of Military Equitation. 

The object, then, of this Abridgment is to make such 
a selection from the Cavalry Regulation as may enable 
Yeomanry corps of old standing, and whose members 
are for the most part conversant with the rudiments of 
Cavalry instruction, to follow up the system sufficiently 
to enable them to execute, when regimentallY «i&«ieiXxvhWl, 
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the most useful and ordinary movements, avoiding s 
parts of the Begulation as would seem unnecessary 
ill-adapted for Yeomanry corps. 

At the end of the Abridgment are appended s 
suggestions for discipline and interior arrangement, ^ 
a short notice of the precautions most advisable for o 
sions of disturbance.

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Section I. FOOT DRILL. 

Position. 

The body and slioulderB should be square to the front; the 
heels together ; the toes a little turned out ; the arms hanging 
down easy by the sides; the breast advanced; the head upright; 
and the weight of the man bearing upon the ball of the foot 

On the word " Stand at Ease,*^ the right foot is drawn a few 
inches back ; the left knee rather bent ; and the hands joined in 
front, with the palm of the left over the back of the right hand. 

On the word " AttentUm" the proper position is resumed, by 
letting the hands fall instantly by the sides, and bringing up the 
right foot 

On the word " Ei/es Right" or " Ej/es Left," a glance of the 
eyes only must be given to the hand ordered, without at all 
moving the head, or shoulders. 

The Facings. 

In going through the facings, the left heel never quits the 
ground, the body must be a little inclined forward, and the knees 
straight 

" RigTu Face" Place the hollow of the right foot against 
the left heel ; then raise the toes and turn to the right on both 
heels. 

** Left Face," Place the right heel against the hollow of the 
left foot ; then raise the toes, and turn to the left on both heels. 

" Right About, Face" Place the ball of the right foot against 
the left heel ; then raise the toes, and turn to the right about on 
both heels, and replace the right foot in line with th^ U^ 
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" Left About, Face.** Place the right heel against the hall of 
the left foot ; then raise the toes, and turn to the left about on 
both heels, and replace the right foot in line with the left 

Position in Marching. 

" Quick March,*' On the second word, step off with the left 
foot, with the body steady, the head upright, arms easy by the 
sides, and without any swinging ; the leg stretched, but without 
stiffening the knee ; the toe rather pointed, and the foot brought 
flat to the ground. 

On the word ** Halt,** finish the step, and remain steady. 

On the word ** RtgTU (or Left) Incline'* given while marching, 
make a half turn to the hand ordered, and advance in that 
direction till the word "Front Turn;;'* then resume the former 
direction. 

Dressing should be taken up regularly, beginning from the 
flank ordered; each man should just see the surface of the face 
of the man next beyond him, the eyes only being turned, but the 
body square and upright. 

Wheeling. 

On the word ''Eight (or Left) Wheel" the man on the stand-* 
ing flank, faces in the direction ordered. On the word ''March*' 
the remainder step off, with their eyes turned to the wheeling 
flank, except the outward man of all, who looks towards the 
standing flank, lengthening his step a little ; the others step 
shorter, in proportion as they are nearer to the man on the 
inward flank. After the wheel, "Halt, Dress** is given. 

For wheeling on the move, the word is given "Right** or 
"Lefty* followed by "Forward,^' as soon as the wheel is com- 
pleted. 

Opening and Closing the Ranks. 

The men being formed in two ranks at close order, that is, 
with one pace between the front and rear ranks, on the word 
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" Rear Rank, take Order,' the right and left-hand men of the 
rear rank step back one pace, face to their right, and stand to 
mark the distance to which the rear rank is to step back ; every 
other man remains ready to move. On the word ** March,* the 
flank men front/ and the Bear Bank falls back one pace, dressing 
by the right, the instant it is in its place. On the word **Rear 
Rank-^take Close Order — March,** the rank closes up again 
within one pace. 



Section II. 
INSPECTION OF A TROOP ON FOOT. 

Thb men fall in according to Size roll in two ranks^ the tallest 
man on the right The Troop is then numbered, and divided 
into two Divisions. The ranks are opened by the usual word 
of command, and the Officer goes down each rank, the men 
showing their arms, whether Carbine or Pistol, and sending the 
ramrods into the barrels, to show if clean by the appearance of 
the end of the ramrod when withdrawn. The Officer should go 
through the ranks a second time, each man drawing and show- 
ing his Bword, to see if they are firm in the hilt, and clean. 
At the' same time he should observe the state of the belts and 
clodung, and require each man to show his ammunition properly 
secured. 

After inspection, the ranks are closed, and the Troop is dis- 
missed by the words, 

" Right Face — Lodge Arms** The whole face to the right, 
and drop their Carbines to the " Port ;" the Front Bank break off 
to the left, the Rear Rank to the right, and quit the parade with- 
out noise. 

N.B. In turning in a Guard or Picquet, the same mode is to 
be observed. 



Section III. 
PRACTICE OF FIELD MOVEMENTS ON FOOT. 

For this purpose, the Regiment is to be formed and told off in 
the same manner as when mounted, and the same system will 
be pursued throughout. The Officers are to be posted twa paces 
in front of the Squadron, and the Rear Rank at the like distance 
from the Front Rank. In increasing the front, the " Double 
Time" will be used to represent the " Trot;" also in the Wheels, 
when the pace of manoeuvre is ** Quick Time." 

In the formations one pace is to be allowed for a horse's 
length. 



Section IV. 
FOOT PARADE OF A REGIMENT. 

The Regiment is formed in Line in the same maimer as 
when mounted, with intervals of one-fourth between Squadrons, 
and a distance of two paces between the Front and Rear rank. 
Squadrcm and Troop Leaders two paces before the Front Rank. 
Serrefiles the same distance behind the rear rank. 

" Rear Rank, take Order.'' The whole of the Offioers recover 
their swords. On the word ** March" the rear rank steps back 
one pace ; the Squadron and Troop Leaders step one pace for- 
ward. The Squadron Serrefile comes to the front by an opening 
made for him by the right file of the Left Troop. Troop Ser- 
refiles move put round the flanks of Squadrons, and all place 
themselves as when mounted. 

The whole of the Officers dress by the Troop Leaders of the 
** Squadron of Direction." 

Having seen that the Dressing is correct, the Adjutant gives 
a signal with his sword, for all Officers to bring theirs to the 
'' Port" (See p. 44.) 

General Salute, ''Draw Swords'* The men draw their 
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swords, and bring them down to the " Carry," Officers reco- 
irering and saluting with the two last motions. 

After saluting. Officers bring their swords to the " Carry," 
taking the time from the Commanding Officer. 

After inspection of the ranks, "Rear Rank, take Close Order" 
ihe Officers recover swords, and face to the right. 

''March** Squadron and Troop Leaders take a side pace to 
:he rigH front, and slope swords. 

''March past in Slow Time;' " Threes Right;* ** March,** 
rhe Column marches past by Squadrons, each receiving the word 
^ Fronts Forward;* when it reaches the wheeling point, and 
Jfficers taking post as when mounted. The Column being closed 
ip after the third angle, passes in quick time, by marching off 
into Column of Troops the same as on horseback, and wheels 
into Line on reaching its original ground. 

Observations. It may be well to remark, that to bestow 
too much time and attention upon the Foot Parade of a Regi- 
ment would by no means be judicious. The only reason for its 
insertion is, that some Regiments, which have been long em- 
bodied, and are in the custom of assembling for permanent 
duty in quarters, have been in the practice of a regular evening 
[)arade of this description, with a view to maintain uniformity, 
md neatness of dress and appearance, as well as regularity and 
liscipline while in quarters. 

To Fire a Feu de Joie on Foot, 

he Line is drawn up at Order with Arms advanced. 

*' Commjence firing on the Right" The right hand man of 
he Front Rank commences the fire, which will run down the 
ront and up the rear, as quick as possible. When the riglit 
land man of the Rear Rank has fired, the whole will glance their 
}yes to the right, to bring the Carbine to the loading position, 
ind when loaded they remain steady, waiting for the word. 

"Ready — Presents As before directed. The same to be 
repeated a third time; then after the third fire, ^^ Advance Arms 
^Present Arms — Advance Arms'* 

Three cheers. 



Section V. DUTIES OF SENTRIES. 

Sentries are not to quit their arms, or walk more than ten 
yards on each side of their post ; they are never to talk, loiter, 
or lomige, hut are to move ahout hriskly, in a soldier-like man- 
ner ; on the appearance of an Officer, they are to stand firm 
on any part of their walk, paying the compliment due, until the 
Officer has passed, taking care to front the same way they were 
posted. To all Field Officers, and to Officers of a superior rank,^ 
they present their arms; to all other Officers, they advance 
arms : all guards and sentinels must pay the same complimenis 
to Officers of the Royal Navy and Marines as are directed to he 
paid to the Officers of the Army, according to their relative 
ranks. Although Guards do not turn out after sunset to pay 
compliments, yet Sentinels, whenever Officers approach their 
posts, must pay them a proper attention, hy standing steady 
with "carried" arms, facing to their proper front; nor must this he 
left ofif until the evening is so far advanced, that they hegin 
challengmg. 

On any one approaching his post, the Sentry must challenge 
them hy the words "TTAo comes there?" and at the same m^Hnent 
" port" arms. If the person approaching gives a satisfactory reply, 
the Sentinel will direct him to pass. 

Sentries posted with "advanced" arms may afterwards "sup- 
port" them. 

Corporals marching with Reliefs are to he on the right, and , 
carry their arms " advanced." 



Section VI. 
DIRECTIONS FOR FUNERAL PARTIES. 

The party appointed for the Escort, according to the rank of 
^e deceased, is to be drawn up two deep, with open ranks, 
facing the place where the Corpse is lodged; and when it is 
kroaght out, the Officer commanding will give the following 
words of command : 

*' Present Arms" As in the Manual Exercise. 

" Reverse Arms," The right hand strikes the butt of the 
Carbine, which is turned upwards ; the guard turned towards the 
body. ; it is then placed under the left arm, seizing the cock and 
hammer with the left fore -fingers and thumb. The right hand 
is thrown behind the body, and grasps the Carbine ; the right heel 
at the same time is brought to its original position. 

The Officers* swords are reversed under the right arm : the 
point of the sword downwards, grasping the hilt with the right 
haad. 

"Rear Rankj take Close Order" The ranks are closed, and 
the commands are then given to wheel by Threes or Divisions, 
spiai^to stand in Column '4eft in front." 

:" "When the procession is ready, 

"March," The party moves off in slow time, followed by 
the Band playing the Dead March. 

THE CORPSE. 

I^ALL-BEARERS OF EQUAL RANK. WITH THE DECEASED. 

CHIEF MOURNERS. 

OFFICERS TWO AND TWO, 

According to rank, the juniors next to the body of the deceased. 

When the first division of the funeral party arrives near the 
burial ground, the word of command, *' Halt" is given, and the 
Officer commanding will order the Front 'RacLkX.o ^^e.^^^\xi&^'^^ 
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on one side, and the Rear Rank on the other, facing inwards, 
forming a lane for the Corpse to pass through. 

''Rest upon your Arms Reversed^ The Carbine is quitted by 
the right hand, and brought upright ; the muzzle placed upon 
the toes of the left foot. The left hand open is placed upon the 
butt-end of the Carbine. 

The soldier*s head leaning rather forward, the right hand is 
brought up to the forehead, shading the eyes. 

The Corpse, &c., having passed through the lane, the word 
''Attention" is given, on which the soldiers raise their heads and 
drop their right arms by their sides. 

The Ranks are next formed as before. 

** Reverse Arms — March" The whole move in ordinary 
time, and form in line facing the grave. 

The command will then be given, 

" Rest upon i/our Arms reversed" After the performance of 
the Funeral Service, the following words of command are given : 

''Attention — Present Arms" By changing the hand on the 
butt, raising the Carbine, turning it over with the right hand, and 
then holding it in the position of " Presented Arms," seizing it 
with the left hand at the swell. 

" Advance Arms" Three volleys are then fired in the air, 
and after the third volley, close the Ranks, and return to quar- 
ters right in front, quick time. 

In marching back, the Band is not to play, until the party 
is entirely clear of the burial ground. 
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BELTS, ARMS, ACCOUTREMENTS, AND 

SADDLERY. 

The use of black leather belts is strongly recommended, in 
3rder to avoid the trouble and inconvenience of pipe-clay. 

1. When girdles are worn, they should be sewed round the 
back of the jacket, and fastened in front, otherwise they will 
jeldom be properly put on by the men. But the old light dra- 
goon jacket, like the Horse Artillery, is the most convenient, 
being worn without any girdle. 

2. Care must be taken that the pouch-belts are sufficiently 
long to enable the men to get their ammunition out easily. 

3. Swivels for the fore-sling of the sword should be avoided ; 
they continually give way, however strongly made, and the 
scabbard becoming reversed, the blade falls out between the 
horse's legs, and produces serious accidents. 

4. Instead of a clasp for the front of the sword-belt, a strong 
plain buckle enables the men to put on the belt much more 
neatly and well. 

5. The aftermost sling of the sword should be full twice as 
long as the fore -sling, upon which the whole weight of the 
sword should hang, the after-sling being merely to check the 
sword from swinging about and striking against the horse's stifle. 

6. The scabbards, hilts, and blades of the swords are to be 
cleaned with bath-brick occasionally, but usually kept oiled. 

7. The barrels of the Carbines and Pistols are on no account 
to be cleaned with any rough substance, which would take off 
the browning ; but, when perfectly dry and clean, they must be 
polisked with a little bees' wax. 

8. The springs of the locks of the fire arms must be eased, 
by lowering the cocks. The locks must not be taken off for 
cleaning. 
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9. The brass mountings of the Carbines and Pistols, the 
buckles of the belts, and the shoulder and helmet or cap scales, 
are to be cleaned with a leather or buiBT stick, and finely pow- 
dered rotten stone, made damp. (The rotten-stone may be pur- 
chased at any druggist's shop.) The ornaments on the cap or 
helmet should generally be taken off previously to being cleaned. 
When replaced, the ornaments must be well secured with pegs, 
through the staples. Shoulder- scales should be separated from 
the pads, previous to cleaning them, to prevent their being 
dirtied. 

The buttons of the jackets, if tarnished, must be rubbed 
lightly with a piece of soft wash-leather, or a button-brush and 
whiting. Every man should provide himself with a button- 
stick. 

10. The saddlery should be cleaned with soft soap; the bits, 
buckles, and stirrups should always be kept oiled, except when 
brightened for parade. 

The men should be much cautioned to keep all saddlery in 
their houses, when not on duty, as the damp of the stable has a 
much greater effect on leather, when not in constant use, than is 
usually supposed. All dirt or rust should be carefully rubbed 
off immediately on return from duty, though the men may not 
have time to clean them properly till later. 

11. The saddles, bridles, and all the straps, must be sponged, 
and with soft soap perfectly divested of dirt and stains. The 
saddles should always after use be laid out in the sun, or before 
the fire, to dry the pannel, which should be beaten and brushed 
frequently to prevent its growing hard and full of lumps, by 
which the horse is injured, and the pannel rotted and destroyed*. 

12. The bits, stirrup-irons, and spurs, are to be polished with 
bath-brick, and made dry and free from rust ; afterwards to be 
slightly rubbed over with sweet oil. 



* The Fronch have lately adopted a lining of strong linen for their 
pannels, instead of serge ; and if occasionally greased, it is very soft to the 
horse's back, and less liable to moth and decay than seige. 
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Section VIII. 
MILITARY HORSEMANSHIP. 

Accustoming the Horse to Arms and Firing. 

1. Young horses must be very gradually accustomed to 
Drawing and Returning swords, the Sword exercise, and Firing, 
both before them, and off their backs. 

2. The horse, being naturally afraid of these things, must 
not have his terror added to, by harsh treatment. By patience 
and gentleness, he becomes familiar with them, and sees and 
hears them without alarm. One minute's loss of temper, or 
violence in the rider, may throw the horse back for a month. 

3. In all practice with arms, at first, suddenness of move- 
ment should be avoided, and everything be done smoothly and 
quietly. 

4. To use the horse to firing, a pistol flashed in the pan, for 
some days, and a little corn given to him after it ; and then 
firing the pistol daily, giving a handful of corn after it, will 
generally succeed in making him quite steady with fire-arms. 

' 5. A horse that is frightened at a feather or helmet, should 
have one placed in his stable, at a distance, and then, by bringing 
it a little nearer daily, he will at last allow it to be placed even 
in his manger, without fear. 

6. To accustom a horse to carrying a Sword, a piece of stick, 
short and light, should first be hung from his back for several 
hours daily in the stable ; a heavier one should then be tied on. 
Afterwards, a Scabbard without the Sword ; when alarmed a few 
oats' should be given in the hand. If the noise of the Sword is 
what alarms him, the rings of the Scabbard should for some days 
be tied round with packthread, to prevent their having any play, 
and making a noise. 

YZOMANBY, ^ 
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Bridling. 

1. Collar: — Placed bo that the cheek -piece is parallel with 
and behind, the cheek-bone of the horse. The upper edge c 
the nose-band two fingers' breadth from the point of the cheek 
bone. 

2. Headstall and Bridle. — Over the collar; the cheek-piec€ 
parallel with the nose-band, passing through the squares of th 
collar ; to be buckled so as to admit the finger to pass betwee 
it and the collar. 

3. Bit. — To be placed straight in the horse's mouth, the ba 
one inch above the lower tusk, but so as to clear the upper tusk 
Mares having no tusks, the bit must be placed about two inch^ 
above the comer tooth. 

4. Bridoon. — Placed over the bit, and fastened with the Ion 
end of the T (through the squares of the collar) in the keepe: 
made for the purpose above them; it must fit easy, withoi 
gagging, and the throat-band admit three fingers between it ar 
the jaw-bone. 

5. Ourb-chain. — In fixing the curb-chain, care must be tak( 
to turn the hand to the right, until all the links are flat, th< 
place the first link upon the hook, and afterwards the third ai 
fourth link (as circumstances may require). When the cur 
chain is properly fitted, one finger should be able to pass free 
between it and the horse's jaw, the bit being held straight 
the mouth. 

Saddling. 

1. Before putting the Saddle on the horse's back, throw t 
Girth, Crupper, Stirrup -irons, &c. over the seat of the Saddle 
order to prevent accidents, which too frequently occur from 
horse being approached suddenly with these trappings loose. 

2. The Saddle should at first be placed rather forwai 
9» ing it back (to smooth the hair) to its place in t 

back. The fi*ont of the Saddle should then be 
behind the play of the horse's shoulder. 
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3. The Crupper is next taken, (care being observed that it is 
rather loose than tight,) and placed under the horse's tail, with 
the hair cleared from under it. There should be room for the 
breadth of three fingers to pass freely between the Crupper and 
the horse's croup. 

4. Breast-plate. — To be placed in such a manner as to bring 
the lower part of the rosette (when the horse's head is raised) 
upon the point bone of the horse's chest, three fingers being 
allowed to pass underneath, as in cruppering. 

5. Girth. — Should be passed through the lower part of the 
breast-plate, and not buckled tighter than to allow one finger 
to pass between it and the horse's side. 

6. Shabracque. — Cver the saddle. 

7. Valise.— To be placed with the pocket uppermost and the 
buckles towards the saddle, outer baggage -straps well apart from 
the centre-strap, and their buckles rather between the cantle of 
the saddle and the valise. To accustom a young horse to the 
valise, it must at first be laid on very gently, and after he has 
had a good deal of exercise. It should only be lightly stuffed 
with hay for the first few times. 

8. Surcingle. — Over all, placed neatly on the girth and not 
tighter than it. 

Leading the Horse. 

The reins of the Snaffle being taken over the horse's head, are 
to be held with the right hand, the fore-finger between them, 
near the rings of the Snaffle, the end or loop of the reins in the 
left hand, which hangs easy by the side. 

When merely holding the horse, the reins need not be taken 
over his head, but both should be held behind the jaw with the 
fore-finger between them. 

In leading his horse through a doorway, the man should 
always go before him sideways, looking back to see that he does 
not strike his hips, or catch any part of the saddlery against the 
door-post or latch. 
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Open Manage. 

An Open Manage is formed by measuring out a piece of level 
ground about sixty yirds long by twenty in width, with the 
comers marked, either by large stones or stakes ; but if the latter, 
they should be at least six feet high, to prevent accidents. 

The men lead their horses into the Manage, and form in a 
line along one side, with a horse's length (eight feet) between 
each horse. 

Mounting. 

** Stand to your Horses." The position of the man as in Foot 
Drill, but holding the left bridoon rein near the ring of the bit, 
with the right hand ; toes in a line with the horse's fore feet ; 
left hand hanging down by the thigh. 

''Prepare to Mownt" [In Four Motions.] Face to the 
right on the left heel ; place the right foot opposite the stirrup, ^ 
heels six inches apart ; take the bridoon rein, equally divided, in 
the left hand, and the bit reins in the right hand, placing the 
little finger of the left between them*, the left hand below the 
right on the neck of the horse, about twelve inches from the 
saddle. 

" Two" The right hand draws the reins through the left, 
and shortens them, so that the left has a light and equal feeling 
of both reins on the horse's mouth, the right hand remaining 
«>ver the left. 

" Three" The right hand throws the reins to the off side 
takes a lock of the mane, brings it through the left hand, and 
twists it round the left thumb; the left hand closes firmly on 
the mane and reins, the right hand quits the mane, and lays hold 
of the left stirrup. 



* The bridoon is to be taken in the same manner as the bit reins when 
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" Four'' The left foot is raised and put into the stirrup, as 
ir as the ball of it ; the right hand is placed on the cantle^ and 
[le left knee against the saddle on the surcingle ; the left heel is 
be drawn back in order to avoid touching the horse's side 

nth the toe. 

» 

" Mount," [In Three Motions.] " Owe." By a spring of 
he right foot from the instep rise in the stirrup, bring both 
leels together, knees firm against the saddle, heels drawn back 
. little, the body upright, and partly supported by the right 
Land. 

*' Twor The right hand moves from the cantle to the pum- 
nel or off holster, and supports the body while the right leg 
)asses clear over the horse ; the right knee closes on the saddle, 
aid the body comes gently into it. 

" Three" The left hand quits the mane, and the right the 
Lolster ; the bridle hand takes its proper position ; the right hand 
Irops by the thigh. 

The right foot takes the stirrup without the help of hand or 
jye. In mounting with the Carbine, it must first be passed 
)ver the saddle, muzzle first, and downwards. 

Dismounting. 

** Prepare to Dismotmt" [In Three Motions.] The right 
land takes the rein above the left ; the right foot quits the 
jlirrup. 

" Two" The right hand holding the rein, the left slides for- 
«rard upon it, about twelve inches from the saddle, feeling the 
iorse's mouth veiry lightly. 

" Three" The right hand drops the reins to the off side, 
lakes a lock of the mane, brings it through the left hand, and 
;wists it round the thumb, the fingers of the left hand closing 
)n it ; the right hand is then placed on the holster. 

"Dismoimt" [In Four Motions.] Supporting the body 
m£b. the right hand and left foot, the light leg as "VitwjL^c^ Ovft»x. 
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over to the near side ; heels close ; the right hand on the cantle 
preserves the balance of the body. 

" Tv)o'* The body is gently lowered until the right foot 
touches the ground. 

" Three** Resting on the right foot the left stirrup is quitted, 
and the left foot is placed in a line with the horse's hoofs ; the 
hands remain as in the former motion. 

" Foii/r.** Both hands quit their hold ; the man faces to the 
left, and brings the body square to the front ; as he is turning, 
the right hand lays hold of the bridoon rein, near the ring of 
the bit. 



Position on Horseback. 

The body balanced in the middle of the saddle ; head upright 
and square to the front; shoulders well thrown back; chest 
advanced ; upper part of the arms hanging down straight from 
the shoulders ; left elbow bent and lightly closed to the hips ; 
little fingers on a level with the elbow ; wrist rounded, throwing 
the knuckles to the front. 

The thigh stretched down from the hip ; the flat of the thigh 
well turned inward to the saddle; knees a little bent; legs 
hanging straight down from the knee, and near the horse's sides ; 
heels stretched down, the toes raised from the insteps, and as 
near the horse's sides as the heels. 



Management of the Reins. 

In riding with the Bit, the Bridoon rein to be held in the fall 
of the bridle hand, passing under the middle joint of the thumb, 
and over the longest joint of the fore finger, the thumb closed 
Brmly on the Bit rein. 
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A formed horse laay be rode on the Bit entirely ; bnt on first 
bitting the Bridoon is to be used with both hands, in order to 
bring him to the Bit b}' degrees. 

At first the Bit rein to be held loosely without feeling the 
mouth — ^the Bridoon being only used as a Snaffle. Afterwards, 
the Bridoon rein is to be taken through the left hand into the 
right ; and by feeling the Bit gently with the bridle hand, the 
horse is to be made to step back, and encouraged when he obeys. 
Afterwards the Bit alone may be used ; but the right hand should 
for some time be ready to assist with the Bridoon rein, if the 
horse is uneasy with the Bit 

Where a horse continues fretful with the Rit for a long time, 
the mouth-piece is most likely ill suited to him, and should if 
possible, be changed ; or it may proceed from his not having 
been sufficiently prepared with the Snaffle ; in which case the 
Snaffle should be resumed, and the "bitting" put off a little longer. 

The little finger of the bridle hand has four actions : 

1. Towards the breast. 

2. Towards the right shoulder. 

3. Towards the left shoulder. 

4. Towards the horse's head. 

1. In " Halting," the little finger is turned upwards towards 
the breast • 

In " Reining Back," the wrist is bent towards the body, and 
eased again alternately at every step. 

In " Turning to the Right," and " Right About," the little 
finger is turned, and the hand a little raised towards the right 
shoulder. 

In " Right Pass," the little finger towards the right shoulder. 
If the fore hand is too much advanced, the little finger towards 
the body to check it. 

In " Working to the Left," the same movements towards the 
left shoulder, as laid down above towards the right 
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Riding Lesson*. 

To make the horse obedient in turning, reining back, (fee, 
the Bit rein should, in the first lessons, be held quite loose, and 
the man should take the Bridoon rein, using both hands and 
keeping them about six inches apartf . 

" Eyez Right, March" In " moving forward," the little fin- 
ger towards the horse's head to ease the reins for a moment 

" Hcdty In halting, a steady feeling of both reins by bring- 
ing the little fingers towards the breast, nails turned upwards ; 
both legs closed for a moment to keep the horse up to the hand; 
hands eased as soon as halted. 

" Rein Back" A light feeling of both reins ; little fingers 
towards the breast, and pressure of both legs to raise the fore 
hand, and keep the haunches under the horse ; ease the reins 
after every step, and feel them again. 

" Bight (or Left) Turn" A double feeling of the inward rein, 
the outward retaining a steady feeling. 

The horse kept up to the hand, by a pressure of both legs, 
the outward leg the strongest, to keep the haunches from being 
thrown too much out. 

" Right (or Left) Ahov/t" A double feeling of the inward 
rein, and stonger pressure of the inward leg, supported by the 
outward leg and rein, the horse turning on his centre. 

Observations. By a turn-about the dressing is changed. 

In turning to the right or right-about, the little finger of the 
right hand is to work towards the right shoulder ; in turning 
left or left-about, the little finger towards the left shoulder, 
upwards in both cases, to raise the fore hand. 

In working to the right the thumb of the inward (right) 



* This Instniction is given rather as a reference for those who have 
leisure to acquire the rudiments of military riding, than as a necessary 
practice for Yeomanry ; and it should by no means supersede the Instruc- 
tion in Squadron, even when occasionally practised. 

f A horse which is unsteady in the ranks should at first be ridden 
with the snafHe in both hands, the man being allowed to return his sword. 
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and to be on a level with the little finger of the left : the inward 
ein an inch shorter, so as to let the rider see the horse's inward 

ye- 

It mnst be well explained, that lightness of hand consists in 
n almost imperceptible feeling and alternate easing of the bridle, 
ccording to the motion of the horse, by which the delicacy of 
ts month is preserved. 

" Dress" Two men on the right or left Flank, being placed 
dth their horses square, the remainder take up the dressing 
1 succession from that Flank, each keeping the same interval. 

Bodies to be quite square to the front ; heads well up, and 
ast turned enough to allow a glance of the eye towards the 
Iressing point, so as to see only the surface of the face of the 
text man but one. No attempt must be made to catch the 
Iressing, by leaning forward or back. 

When moving across the manage in Line, dressing must be 
lorrectly kept. 

On arriving within a yard of the opposite side of the manage, 
sach man, without any word of command, turns to the hand to 
vhich he dressed in marching, and moves along the side, keep- 
ng his horse's head at one yard distance from the croup of the 
lorse in front of him. 

Observations. The " Dressing" remains to the same hand 
ill changed by 

1. Turning about. 

2. Inclining. 

3. Passaging. All these operations change the dressing. 

The above aids and directions should be gradually explained 
io the men as they make progress, and the Instructor must bear 
in mind, that to attempt to throw horses upon their haunches at 
Dnce, which have not been early and regularly trained for Mili- 
tary riding, would only lame and injure them, and therefore too 
much exactness and squareness in the turns, or in reining back, 
Qitlst not be required. 

" Ei/es Right — March — Right Turn.'* Turns to the right, to 
be repeated till some improvement is made. 

While moving across the manage, " Halt" 
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" Rein Back," followed by " Forwao'd" Press the calves of 
both legs, yield the hand for an instant, then feel the reins again; 
on arriving at the side, turn to the right as before. 

" Right Turn ;" then while moving across, " Halt" 

" RtgTu about Turn" Each File turns on his own centra 
The Dressing is now changed to the left ; and each File, on 
reaching the side, turns to the left, without word of command. 

" Left Turn" Repeated till well done. 

" Halt — Rein Back — Forward" 

" Left Turn." 

" Left about Turn" 

This last turn changes the Dressing to the right. 

The Squad should occasionally be halted by the side of the 
manage in File, and reined back a few steps. 

When they have been worked at a walk till tliey preserve 
their Dressing and make the turns well, 

" Trot" Ease the reins, and press the calves of both legs 
according to the horse's temper, then feel both reins to raise the 
fore hand. 

The men must preserve the position and seat more by the 
balance of the body, than by clinging with the knees. 

At a trot the body must be inclined a little back, the whole 
figure pliant, and accompanying the movements of the horse. 
The elbows and legs steady. 

They should practise the turns at 'a trot the same as at a 
walk, to either hand ; and should file down the centre, to make 
them keep a straight line and cover well. 

In making use of spurs the man must be taught not to move 
his thighs or lean the body forward ; the leg only should move, 
and the spur be applied just behind the girth. 

The spur should be used as little as possible ; but when it is, 
the horse should feel it ; because a continued touching lightly 
with the spur will either make the horse kick, or cause him to. 
become insensible to it. 

" Canter" A light and fijm feeling of both reins, to raise

the horse's fore hand; a pressure of both legs, to bring the 
haonches under him. 

A double feeling of the inward rein, and a stronger pressure 
of the outward leg, to make the horse strike off true and united. 
The horses should lead off correctly, without throwing their 
haunches in ; the rider, in applying the leg for cantering, is to 
remain steady in the middle of the saddle, without leaning for- 
ward. If a horse is false, the man should not check the ride, 
but close up to half the distance ordered, make a pause at the 
next comer, feel the inward rein and close the outward leg, to 
make him change. 

In going to the right, a horse should lead with the off fore 
foot, followed by the off hind : in going to the left, with the near 
fore followed by the near hind. 

In cantering to the right, a horse leading with the two near 
legs is " false," and the reverse in cantering to the left. 

Movements by Threes. 

The Squad being formed at close files in Single rank, three 
yards from the side of the Manage, is told off by Threes from 
the right. The right hand man saying '* Right,'* the next 
" Centre;' the nex^t '* Left;' the next " Right;' &c. &c. 

" Threes Right," The Rights and Lefts of Threes cast their 
eyes to the Centres, who, at the last sound of the word, imme- 
diately begin turning their horses to the right, without moving 
either forward or backward. 

The "Rights" rein back in a circular direction, closing the right 
legs to bring the croups round. 

The " Lefts" move forward in a circular direction, closing the 
left legs to keep the haunches from flying out. 

The Squad being in column of Threes, right in front, each 
Three dressed correctly to the left, and the Files covering, at the 
word 

" March," The whole move forward, dressing to the (left) 
Pivot hand. The Pivot Files are answerable for covering and 
keeping up to the same distance to the File before them, as when 
. dressed after the wheel. 
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The leading Pivot conducts the Column, and is answerable 
for direction and pace. 

Before changing direction at the comers of the manage, it 
must be explained that the Pivot does not halt, but continues in 
motion, describing part of a circle into the new direction, while 
the others conform to the movement by a gradual change of 
direction and quickening their pace, taking care not to fly off 
frpm, or press on the Pivot, and also not to lose the dressing. 

"Ze/i5 Wheel" At this word, the Column commences the 
change of direction, and, when completed, at the word 

^^ Forward f' the Pivot moves straight to the front, the rest 
dressing and square. 

This being repeated so as to round the two corners of the 
Manage at each end, the squad arrives at its original ground. 

" Halt" The hand to be eased the instant the horse stops. 
Dressing of Threes, and distances to be corrected, but not too 
exactly, as it renders the horses unsteady. 

" Front" The Centres turning their horses to the left, the 
Lefts reining back, the Rights moving forward in a circular 
direction, the whole come into Line, and receive the word 
''LeftDressr 

The command " Dress" includes exactness of the Line, and 
correct interval between knee and knee, from the dressing hand. 

" Eyes Front," The men look straight before them, and all 
dressing and correction ceases; the hands to be eased immediately. 

The same movements to be made to the left. 

" Threes Right — March" Then ordering a change of direc- 
tion at the corners of the manage, by " Left Wheel" 

" Halt — Left Incline" Each man turns his horse one-third 
to the left, on the horse's fore feet, so that each has his left knee 
behind the right knee of the man to the left of him. The 
whole dress to their left They must, on no account, come 
before the left hand man, and must not press upon or fly off 
from him ; each horse to move free and straight on his own line. 
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''March!* In a slanting direction across the manage. 

When about half way across the manage, 

*' Forward" Each man squares his horse, supporting with 
the left leg, to keep the haunches from flying out, and the whole 
move forward, as before the Incline took place. 

"MaU— Threes Ahoutr 

It is to be explained that this is always right about. At 
the last sound of the word, the Centres turn right about ; the 
Rights and Lefts conform, by continuing the same movements as 
in '* Threes Right,'* till the wheel about is completed, when they 
halt and dress. 

Wheel of Threes on the Move*. 

It is to be explained, that (on the move), '* Threes Right'* 
being ordered, the Rights and Centres of Threes look to the left, 
and each Three commences wheeling as a Division on the fore 
feet of the horse of its Right, the Centres and Lefts both ad- 
vancing and circling to the right till the Wheel is completed ; and 
at the word '* Forward^* the whole advance, each Three dressing 
to the left. 

In the same manner (on the move), the " Wheel Ahov£' will 
be made by the Centres and Lefts wheeling forward and 
circling to the right, till the Wheel -about is completed, their 
horses bent to the right, and the left legs closed, to keep the 
haunches from flying out ; every Right of Threes circling his 
horse's croup round on the fore feet by the pressure of his right 
leg. 



* The method here laid down of wheeling the Threes on their flank 
men instead of on their Centres, is recommended to the Yeomanry for all 
occasions, hecanse the trifling gain of a few feet towards the flank, which 
happens in consequence, is but a small inconvenience compared with the 
difficulty of reining back an imperfectly trained horse in a circular direction, 
as is requisite in wheeling Threes upon their Centres. 
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Section IX. 

CARBINE EXERCISE ON FOOT. 

As soon as the Recruit is sufficiently instructed in the 
Elementary Exercise of Marching, Facing, &c., he is to he 
taught the Exercise of the Carbine on Foot, and carefully 
instructed in all the details connected with Loading, and Firing 
with Ball, the' whole of which are as necessary for the Cavalry 
as for the Infantry Soldier. 

The Exercise of the Carbine on Horseback is to be com- 
menced when the Recruit shall have made a sufficient progress 
in Horsemanship, as directed in the Instructions on Military 
Equitation. 

Manual Exercise. 

The Troop or Squad falls in for Drill, standing at Ease, with 
Carbine at the '* Support ;" that is, with the right hand brought 
forward and raised, holding the Carbine with the three last 
fingers under the cock, the thumb above, and the fore fingers 
under the guard, and about three inches below the bottom of 
the jacket ; the arms to be kept near the body, the guard of the 
Carbine turned upwards, the swivel bar touching the hip, and 
the muzzle to the right rear ; the left hand laid over the right, 
the left knee bent, and the right foot drawn back six inches. 

^* Attention" Spring smartly up to the position of the 
*' Advance," that is, with the Carbine perfectly upright against 
the side, the arm fully extended, the elbow close to the guard of 
the Carbine to the front; the thumb above the guard; the fore 
finger under it, and the other fingers under the cock. 

*' Present Arms" The thumb of the right hand is placed 
under the cock ; the Carbine is raised about two inches, and the 
muzzle is brought forward from the arm about four inches ; at 
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the same time the left hand is brought briskly across the body, 
and seizes the Carbine a little above the gripe. 

" Two'' The right hand raises the Carbine, grasping the 
small of the stock ; the left hand, quitting its position above the 
gripe, is placed above the lock, fingers round the stock, and the 
side of the hand resting on the guard ; the point of the thumb 
as high as, and opposite to, the left eye ; both elbows close. 

" Three'* The Carbine is brought down to the extent of the 
right arm, the butt projecting, letting the barrel fall on the bend 
of the left; the lock turned a little outwards, and the cock 
resting against the knuckle joint of the first finger, this and the 
second finger only resting on the small of the stock, the others 
shut in the hand ; the points of the first and middle finger of 
the left hand touching the swell of the stock in front of the lock ; 
and the first finger close to the middle one, the others shut in 
the hand ; the point of the thumb touching the seam in the cen- 
tre of the flap of the trowsers ; the right foot at the same instant 
drawn back about six inches behind the left heel ; both knees 
straight. 

** Advance Arms" "Advance" the Carbine, steadying it 
with the fingers of the left hand, and bringing up the right foot. 

" Two'* Drop the left hand to its place by the side. 

^^ Port Arms." At one motion throw the Carbine to a 
diagonal position across the body, the lock to be outwards, and 
at the height of the breast, the right hand grasping the small 
of the butt, just below the right breast, the left holding the 
Carbine at the gripe, the thumbs of both hands pointing towards 
the muzzle. 

N.B. In this position the Carbine may be half-cocked at 
one motion, by the word ^^ Half -Cock Arms" for the purpose of 
inspecting the nipple, cock, &c., by placing the thumb of the 
right hand on the cock, and with the elbow well raised to the 
front, drawing back the cock to the catch of the half-cock. If 
the springs are to be eased, at the command ^^Ease Springs" 
press the fore finger tightly on the trigger, draw the cock back 
with the thumb to the full cock, with an equal T^xoassvsx^ ov;^ \!ckfc 
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trigger and cock ; then lower it very carefully and gently on the' 
nipple. 

" Advance Arrm.'' Bring the Carbine down from the " Port" 
to the *' Advance ;" the left hand steadying it. 

" Twor Bring the left hand to its place by the side. 

" Support Arms,'' The right hand is brought forward and 
raised, retaining its hold of the Carbine as before directed. 

" Stand at Ease" The left hand is laid over the right, the 
left knee bent and the right foot drawn back six inches. 

Platoon Exercise. 

** Spring Arms," The Carbine is raised from the ''Advance," 
by the right hand, as high as the hip, with the lock turned 
downwards, and is seized with the left at the gripe, the right 
hand seizing the swivel, and securing it through the ring ; then 
grasp the small of the butt with the right hand. 

" Two," Bring the Carbine to the " Advance," and quit it 
with the left hand. 

^^ Load." Make a quarter face to the right; drawing the 
right foot back six inches, bring the left hand smartly across the 
body ; grasp the Carbine a little above the gripe, and bring it 
down with the butt against the outside of the left leg and resting 
on the swivel, the barrel turned towards the front, the muzzle 
pointed forward and opposite to the middle of the chest, the 
right hand holding and steadying the muzzle*. 

*^ Handle Cartridge," Carry. the hand to the pouch, take 
hold of a cartridge, draw it out, and bite off the end. 

" Two," Bring the right hand down to the muzzle ; shake 
the powder into the barrel, put in the paper and the ball ; and 
then take hold of the head of the ramrod with the fore finger 
and thumb. 



* In this position, ramrods are " sprung " for inspection, or arms " ex- 
amined" after firing.

From the " priming" position, the firing may be stop] 
the words *' Advance Arm^," 

When the Ranks are doubled, the Rear-rank men, 
word " Load'^ or "Ready," take a moderate pace to th« 
with their right feet, and when the Carbine is brought 
** Advance," resume their former position. 
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Blank Cartridge Firing. 

The Recruit, in loading, is to be instructed to shake the 
powder well out of the cartridge, and to ram the paper, or 
wadding, home. The instructor will then make each Recruit 
fire singly, looking to his levelling, and pay very particular 
attention that the cheek is not removed, nor must any start of 
the head be permitted. 

When several Recruits are steady in their firing singly, they 
will be placed first in a Single Rank, that every man may be 
observed, and two or three men fire together by word of com- 
mand; afterwards a couple of files will fire two deep, occasionally 
ehanging Ranks ; then the Files will be increased by degrees, 
nntil the Squad fires together. 

The Rear-rank men must be particularly attended to, as they 
generally fire too high ; this is a great fault, and every soldier 
must be cautioned against it. The lower part of a man's body, 
at 150 yards, is the best general rule to lay down for aim. 

Ball Firing. 

The first target for the instruction of Recruits is to be round, 
and the practice will commence at a distance of thirty yards, so 
that it will be almost impossible that the Recruit should miss it. 
This method produces confidence in the young soldier at the 
commencement of his practice; for finding that he always hits 
at a certain distance, he feels encouraged for an increased range. 

The range will be increased by degrees to 50 — 80 — 100 yards, 
at the same target; when the Recruits separately are steady at 
these distances, the Instructor will cause them to fire by Files, 
increasing the distance from 50 yards to 80, and afterwards to 100, 
changing Ranks occasionally, and at last the whole Squad firing 
together. 

The Recruit will now practise at a target of six feet by two, 
as the last of his drill. This target is divided by black lines 
into three compartments, Upper, Centre, aiid \icw^^ ^\N\i\<:sGSb', 
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(the Centre diviBion having a bull's-eye of eight inches diameter 
ia ite centre, surrotinded, at two inches distance, by a circle of 
an iach broad,) aud is placed at a range of 80 yards, which dis- 
tance is to be increased as improvement takes place, to 100 and 
ISO yards. 

This division of the target ia necessary, in order to correct 
any soldier's general line of fire, by referring to former practice 
reports where hie shots have been inserted — as, for instance, 
" always fires low," &c.

rm a part of each riding-lesson. 

2. The following instructions are given in detail as they are 
be taught to Recruits in small Squads ; but, as soon as they 

3 perfect, they may proceed with the execution of the several 
[nmands without loss of time ; and afterwards the Recruit may 
e blank cartridge. 

3. In the first lessons of the Recruit with the Carbine on 
)rseback, great care must be taken, that, in presenting to the 
►nt or left, he does not strike or touch the horse's head. 

4. In Loading, he must be taught to shake the powder out 
the paper into the barrel before he puts in the wadding ; and 
len loading with ball, to double the paper round it, so that it 
ly require a certain degree of force to drive it home ; otherwise, 
len he " Slings," or returns his Carbine into the bucket after it 
Loaded, the ball is apt to fall out. 

5. In Priming, the Recruit must be made to understand 
it the cap when placed on the nipple should be well pressed 
wn with the thumb, so that there may be no danger of its 
ling off. 

6. In all the motions connected with firing, great care must 
taken to avoid altering the accustomed feeling of the bridle 
the horse's mouth, or the usual seat and balance of the man, 
i position of his legs, as tending to alarm the animal ; for a 
ree once rendered timid by an accident in firing from his back, 
11 make the practice of it both difl&cult and dangerous. 

7. When the recruit is familiar with the firings at the halt, 
is to practise them while his horse is in motion; afterwards 
must be taught to fire with ball at a suitable object, first at 

3 halt, and afterwards when in motion. 
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To perform the Exercise on horseback, the Squad is to be 
formed in one Eank, with two yards from knee to knee. 

" Spring Arms" Take off the right hand glove, place it in 
the waist-belt; swivel and unstrap the Carbine; take off the 
lock-cover, secure it to the Stay or Carbine -strap, and seize the 
Carbine with the right hand at the gripe.

Salute Mounted. 

Beiko at the position of "Carry Swords," raise the hand hy 
a circuhir motion to the "Recover Swords," with the thumb 
extended on the side of the handle ; then, without any panse, 
incline the hand to the right shoulder, and gradually lower the 
wrist to the right of the thigh, below the hip, with the elbow 
in, and Sword lowered until on a line with the knee, the point 
in the same direction as the foot, and the edge still kept to the 
left. 

" Recover Swords,'* and instantly return to " Carry Swords.** 

The effect of the salute depends upon the manner and address 
with which it is given, and also upon properly observing the 
time, so that the movement may be uniform. 

On Foot. 

From the position of "Recover,** bring the Sword slanting 
across the body to the "Port,** with the edge downwards, and, 
by bending the left elbow, raise the hand as high as the shoulder, 
and take hold of the blade between the thumb and fore finger, 
the knuckles being to the front, and the thumb extended towards 
the point of the Sword. 

The "Salute** is to be made from the "Recover,** in the 
same manner as when mounted, the left arm being closed to the 
side as the Sword is raised to the "Recover.**

INSTRUCTION OF THE TROOP AND 

SQUADRON. 
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Section I. 

f 

TERMS OF FORMATION AND MANOEUVRE. 

A Rank, is any number of men side by side in line. 

Cavalry are said to be marching by : 

Files. When each Front-rank man has his Rear-rank man 
by his side, being a Column two abreast 

Single File. When each Front-rank man has his Rear- 
rank man following behind him, the whole being thus in one 
jingle string. 

Threes. WTien each Front-rank " Three" has its Rear-rank 
" Three " by its side, being a Column six abreast. 

Sections of Threes. When each Front-rank " Three " 
has its Rear-rank " Three " following behind it, being a Oolmnn 
three abreast. 

A Division, is the fourth part of a Squadron. Divi- 
sions are numbered 1st, 2nd, 3rd, and 4th from the right 

A Troop, is the half of a Squadron. Troops are called 
" Right" and " Left " in each Squadron. 

A Squadron. Two or more Squadrons compose a Corps 
or Regiment Squadrons are called 1st, 2nd, 3rd, <fec., counting 
from the right. 

Distance, is the term used to denote the space from front 
to rear. 

InterV-al, denotes the space from side to side. 

Close Order. The ordinary distance at which the Rear 
Rank is formed behind the Front Rank. 
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Order. The increased distance taken by the Rear Rank 
on occasions of parade. 

Front. The direction towards which the Line or Column 
is facing, the Rear being exactly the contrary direction*. 

Point of Formation. Any fixed object or Marker upon 
which a body of Troops is directed to commence its Formation 
into Line. 

Base. Two persons placed a short distance apart to mark 
the direction in which a Line or Column is to form. 

The Base Squadron, Troop, or Division, is the one 

upon which a formation is made. 

Change of Front, is when the Line throws forward or 
retires either of its Flanks, or throws forward one and retires the 
other, upon a Base Troop which merely wheels without leaving 
its ground. 

Change of Position, is when the Line moves alto- 
gether off its ground, advancing or retiring one of its Flanks. 

Inversion. A Regiment is said to be " inverted" when the 
Squadrons are not in their proper order, but the Right Squadron 
on the left, and the Left on the right ; as for instance, when the 
Squadrons entire have wheeled to the right-about, or left-about. 

Columnj is when the Line is broken into several parts, 
each following exactly behind the other. 

Direct Echellon, is when the Line is broken into several 
parts, moving direct to the Front or Rear in this manner ; 



* It should be recollected that, 'whenevet' in a word of command men- 
^OQ IB nuide of the Front or Rear, it means the Front or Rear of the Troops 
18 then standing, without any reference to the ground, or to any former 
PosHaon. 
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Oblique Bchellon, is when the Line ia broken into 
several parts by half or quarter wheels from Line, or Golniniii 
so as to be oblique to the former front, and parallel with each 
other thus: 




Alignment. A straight line upon which a body of Troops 
is to march or form. 

Pivot. The outward man on the flank of a Squadron or 
smaller body upon which that body turns in wheeling. 

The Pivot Flank, in Column is that which is the direct- 
ing handy and which, when wheeled up to, preserves each part 
of the Line in its natural order ; the other is called the Beverse 
Flank. Therefore, in all cases when the Right is in Front, the 
Left is the Pivot, and vice vers&. 

Moveable Pivot, is when the Flank man, during a Wheel, 
makes a small sweep, instead of standing fixed. 



Section II. 
DISTANCES AND INTERVALS. 

Distances. 

1. From one horse to another when marching in File-- One 
yard. 

2. From Front Rank to Rear Rank at dose order — Half a 
horse's length (four feet). 

3. From Front Rank to Rear Rank at " Order" in line — Four 
horses' lengths. 

4. From Front Rank to Rear Rank when marching past in 
Open Column — One fourth of the extent of Front; in no case, 
however, exceeding twelve yards. 
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5. From one Squadron to another in Close Oolmnn — Two 
lorses' lengths. 

6. From one Squadron, Troop, or Division, to another in 
)pen Column — ^The extent of front of each Squadron, Troop, or 
Mvision; this distance is taken from Front Rank to Front Rank; 
he leading Squadron, Troop, or Division allowing a Squadron 
nterval in addition. 

7. The depth of two Ranks, taking the length of the full- 
ized cavalry horse at eight feet, and the distance between Ranks 
.t four feet, is to be reckoned at about twenty feet. 

Intervals. 

1. Between Files when formed in Squadron — Six inches 
rom knee to knee. 

2. Between Squadrons in Line — The fourth part of the Front 
)f a Squadron. 

3. The extent of Front of a Squadron is to be calculated at 
ibout as many yards as it contains Files. 



Section III. 

DIRECTIONS FOR INSTRUCTORS. 

1. The first drills should be in small Squads, in single Rank, 
lot exceeding twelve men in each. All general directions and 
explanations should be short and clear ; the repetition of them, 
ifter they have been understood, should be avoided. Strict 
iilence must always be required in the ranks. 

2. At the drills, due allowance must always be made for 
yoxmg, unsteady, or violent horses. If the men are blamed for 
iheir horses' faults, they become impatient with them, and con- 
irm them in their bad habits, which by gentleness, and by not 
requiring too much exactness of movement from them at firsts 
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can almost always be overcome. If a horse is violent, the rider 
should always be allowed to return his sword, and ride with the 
snaffle in both hands, at ordinary drills. 

3. Short halts* should take place at frequent intervals, the 
order being given to sit at ease; the men should also be dis- 
\nounted at least once during the drill. The soldier whose atten- 
tion is not fatigued, will take the greater pains, and make the more' 
rapid progress in consequence. 

Observation. To avoid the loss of valuable time, while 
Yeomanry are assembling, it is recommended that as the men 
arrive they should be formed (without any telling off) in Squads 
of from eight to twelve, and exercised by the Officers and Ser- 
jeants present in '* Wheeling*' and ** Inclining," until a quarter of 
an hour after the time fixed for Parade. After that they should 
fall in and proceed to the Roll-call and Formation, and Telling 
off of the Troop and Squadron. 



Section IV. DRESSING. 



Dressing is a progressive operation upon two men placed 
in a straight line, by which any number of men are correctly 
aligned on them. 

1. The first and second men on the Standing Flank being 
first truly placed, the others then rapidly and successively 
conform to them; and the men must be habituated to line 
themselves on the given points without assistance, or being 
called to. 

2. The first principle of Dressing, either halted or in move- 
ment, is the perfect squareness of the man and horse. The next 
is, that each man should see the surface, but no more, of tip 
second man's face from him. To do this, he must sit upright on 
his horse, and never gain the line by leaning backward or forward. 



* Nothing requires more attention than to impress on the men the 
advantage of easing the hand the instant after halting, in order to make the 
horses remain steady. 
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The head must be kept square to the front^ the glance of the eye 
only shonld secure the Dressing. 

3. During the Dressing, the proper distance from knee to 
koee must be corrected. 

4. The word " Dress " means to the hand to which the men 
are tiben looking ; but when the Dressing is to be to a different 
point, it will be expressed by the word ^'Eyes Right" '^Eyes 
CenJbre;' or ''Eyes LefC 

6. The Squadron and all other bodies, till otherwise ordered, 
dress to the hand to which they form, except in a Formation, 
to the Pivot hand, after a flank movement by Files or Threes 
when the Dressing is to the leading Flank*. As soon as a 
Squadron is formed in Line, the eyes are to the centre. 

6. When the Dressing is finished, the word ''Eyes Front** 
is given. 

7. On the march. Dressing is to the hand to which it was 
when halted, or to that which becomes the Pivot, or directing 
hand ; and it is a rule, that when the Right is in Front, the Left 
is the Pivot or point of Dressing and Covering, and vice versa, 

8. On the halt, Dressing is to the same hand as it was on 
the march. 

9. In the formations from Threes and Files to the left (Pivot) 
hand, the Dressing does not alter to the right, till each Three 
or File is actually arriving at those already formed; but in 
Formations to the Front, or Reverse Flank, the Dressing changes 
to that Flank on the caution to " Form." 

10. In Formations from Column of Divisions or Troops to the 
Reverse Flank, the Dressing changes at the " Caution,*' and Troop 
Leaders shift accordingly. 

11. When the Squadron moves in Line, Dressing is to its 
Centre.

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Section V. 
MARCHING TO THE FRONT. 

1. One of the most necessary instructions for preparing the 
soldier to act in Squadron is the method of marching perfectly 
straight, by keeping in one line two Objects, such as tufts of 
grass, or stones, at some distance before him, (see fig. 1) ; and 
for this purpose each man is to be successively placed on the 
directing hand ; but at first a well-trained man must be placed 
there for this practice.

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2. On the words *' Eyez Right, March" the whole move 
forward. The Flank man must be cautioned never to move 
with suddenness or hurry, and the steadiness of his pace must 
be greatly attended to. The men must be taught to correct 
the Distance from knee to knee as gently and quietly as possible, 
and much more by the leg than by the hand. Gradual cor- 
rection of Dressing and Distance is the chief principle of good 
movement. 
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3. The Points of Direction must be occasionally changed to 
the right or left (see fig. 2.), to teach the men to close towards, 
or yield from, the Pivot hand, it being a general rule to give 
way to any pressure from that Flank, but to resist it from the 
other.

4. The Instructor must sometimes direct the Flank man, in a 
!ow voice, to go faster or slower, observing that the Rank con- 
brm in their Dressing without suddenness or hurry. 

5. After the ''Halt" the men are to ease their hands and 
•emain steady; if the word ''Dress" follows, they quickly take 
ip their Line from the Flank to which they are to dress. And 
o instil the practice of Dressing, as it is generally necessary in 
nanceuvre, the two men of a Squad on either Flank are directed 
» advance a horse's length; and at the words ''Eyes Right (or 
Left) DresSy'* each man successively dresses on these points. 
Dressing back must be practised exactly in the same manner, 
)y causing the two men on the Flank to rein back a little. 
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Section VL INCLINING. 

1. At the order to " Incline," each man causes his horse to 
turn on his fore feet, about one -third towards the Flank, so that 
his knee comes rather behind the knee of his next leading File ; 
and the whole will look to the hand to which they are to 
incline. The Hear Bank moves in the same manner, and is 
regulated by the Front Eank, which it takes care to conform to ; 
and thus the horses* heads of the Rear Rank will be directed in 
rear of the second man from their leader towards the hand to 
which the ** Incline" is made. 

2. The Non-commissioned Ofl&cer (Guide) on the leading 
Flank, having ascertained his " Points," marches steadily upon 
them, at whatever place is ordered. Every other man moves on 
so many parallel lines with respect to him, and preserves the 
same uniformity of Front and Files as when he first turned his 
horse's head, taking care that his horse does not slide or cross 
his legs, but moves quite straight. 

3. Great care is to be taken that the whole move at the same 
pace, and quicken or slacken together, as ordered. If the Flank 
that follows is too forward, the Centre will be crowded ; if it is 
too backward, the men will be too much in File. 

4. Whenever the word *^ Forward" is given, each man, at 
the same instant, turns his horse to the Front, and moves onward 
in the former direction. 
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Section VII. 
PASSAGING AND REINING BACK.

When ground is to be taken to the Flank by " Passaging," 
he whole move at the word " Right (or Left) Pass" " March,'' 
intil the word **Halt" The horses must never be hurried, but 
Qade to " passage" very slowly, and for a very short space at a 
[me. 

In reining back, the whole look to the hand to which they 
>nght to form or dress ; the movement is never to be hurried, 
nd the horses are to be kept straight by the pressure of the leg. 
^ dead pull at the mouth must be avoided, the bridle being 
Itemately eased and tightened as the horse steps backward.

1. WTieeling should at first be practised in Single Rank, 
beginning with small Divisions, next increasing to a Troop, and 
lastly to a Squadron.

3. For attaining good dressing and steadiness, wheelings 
the whole circle to either hand, with occasional halts, is bjol • 
excellent practice. When unsteadiness is observed, the meif 
must be halted just as they happen to be at the moment, and[ • 
the fault pointed* out. 

4. All Wheels of the Squadron and its parts, from the " halt," 
are to be made on a flank ; excepting the Wheels of Threes, 
which are made on the Centre man of each*. 

5. While Wheels are in progress. Dressing is to the " wheel- 
ing" Flank, and Distance from knee to knee is preserved from the 
"Standing" Flank. The Pivot man turns his horse on his fore- 
feet, keeps his ground, and comes gradually round with his RmL 
The outward Flank man looks to his Rank, regulates the pace at 
which the Wheel is made, and conducts the Flank so as to avoid 
crowding on the Rank, the men resisting all pressure from the 
outward, but giving way to all from the inward Flank. All the 
horses' heads must be kept rather outward, and the croups 
lightly pressed inwards with the leg. The Rear Rank must rein 
back at the Standing Flank, and partly "passage" and "incline" 
towards the " wheeling hand" in order to cover. 

6. In Wheels upon the move, the wheeling Flank moves 
about one-half faster than the rate at which the body is 
marching. 

7. In Wheels "upon the move," of less than the "quarter 
circle," the Pivot only checks and turns his horse during the 
Wheel, and resumes his former pace on the word " Forward" 

8. In Wheels " upon the move," of a degree amounting to the 
"quarter circle" or more, the Pivot halts and turns his horse during 
the Wheel, and resumes his former pace on the word **Forward" 



* Unless when Yeomanry Corps are very often assembled, and have a 
great deal of practice, it is recommended they should always wheel on the 
Flank men of the Threes, as laid down in Sect. IX. for " Threes on the 
Move."

The Guides are to be included oi 
these " tellings off."

Section XIII. 

GENERAL RULES ON THE MARCHES AND 
FORMATIONS BY THREES AND FILES*. 

1. Thb drills must first be practised with squads of from 
twelve to eighteen men, in Single Rank; they may then be done 
by. the Troop in two Ranks, and finally by the Squadron, with 
Officers complete. 

2. For the practices in these Squads, no other '* Telling oflf*' 
is required than that of Threes from the right or left 

8. To avoid repetitions of " right " and ** left," the Marches and 
Fpnnations in the following drill: are only laid down with refer- 
ence to the former hand, but the Jiiarches and Formations must

be executed as often by the ** left" as by the "right/* and not in 
regular order, but forming and marching off in different ways, as-

4. After the men are able to go through tte whole corirecily 
at a Walk, the Marches and Formations should generally be per* 
formed at a Trot, '[.' 

5. In all Marches, care must be taken that the leading Pivot 
marches upon two Points, (as laid down in p. 52,) and that he 
leads off at a moderate pace. 

6. When marching in File, the Instructor occasionally ^ves 
the word '^Hcilt," and causes the leading File to passage his 
horse half a yard (say to the right) ; then cautioning the next 
man to press his horse to the same hand, so as to cover the 
leading File's horse, he directs the remainder to take up their 
'* covering" successively from the Front, upon the Base thus 
given by the leading File and the man next behind him. In tibia 
manner Files or Single Files may cover in any direction* The 
same mode of instruction may with advantage be used in .cover- 
ing the Pivots of " Threes." 

7. The drill of a Squad or Troop at two yards* interval from 
knee to knee, is an excellent practice for attention and good 
dressing. 

8. In executing Formations, the Instructor takes care to 
place the leading File or Three perfectly square, as they arriy^ 
on the intended Line, in order that the remainder may Wire 'ft 
correct Base for their formation; great pains must be taken to 
prevent any hurry in dressing up, which canfiot be done too 
steadily : it is always better to be behind than before the Liaei 

9. No fault requires so much attention to correct as the 
hurrying up of the rear during a Formation: the rear must 
never be suffered to move up the least faster than those who 
^egin the Formation^ even fdthough some loss of distances 
should happen in consequence. 

10. The Threes on the Flanks should be occasionally ohai^ged 
during the exercise, in order to accustom every man to laijtd 
steadily, and acquire readiness in commencing all Marchea 9sfi 
Formations.

Should there be more Squadrons than one 
to pass the obstacle, each Squadron will be put in motion in 
Sufficient time for its head to arrive at the obstacle close after 
tiie rear of that which last diminished its front; it will then 
Be. halted for an instant only, and proceed in like manner, 
that no distance may be lost.

Section XVIIL 

ADVANCE OF THE SQUADRON. 

3: 1. March in Line. The Squadron being halted and dressed, 
fthe ** Leader** must take care that he is exactly placed before the 
iBtekdard, or, (where there is no Standard,) before the Right 
Guide of the left Troop, and square with respect to the front 
of the Squadron. 

^,. 2. Line of March taken. In the Advance he will direct 
J^ march upon two objects ; and as it is not always easy to find 
them in the distance, such as trees, houses, <&c., all Officers 
should acquire the habit of readily selecting marks upon the 
^midy at no great distance, such as small stones, or tufts of 
grass, and so taking fresh ones in the same line, as they advance 
xxpou those Ant selected (see Sect. Y., -g. &%Y 
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The Leader gives the caution " The Squadron wiU odvoneay" 
and at the word *' March** each man puts his horse in moiioi^ 
and dresses towards the Centre by a glance of the eyes, Mt 
without at all turning his head. 

3. Attention of Squadron Leaders. It is the greait bim- 
ness of a Leader of a Squadron to carry it forward in its exact 
perpendicular direction, and he must avoid looking bade too 
often to give orders. 

4. Attention of Troop Officers and Serrefiles. TJie 
Troop Leaders will take care to align themselves exactly with 
the Squadron Leader, and preserve the regulated distance km 
him ; and it is the duty of the Serrefiles to watch over flie 
movements of the Rear Bank, as well as the opening out or closmg 
in of the Front Rank. 

5. Attention of the Standard-bearer, or Right. Guide 
of the Left Troop. It must be his object to keep half jB 
horse's length from the Leader; to follow him exactly; and to 
slacken or quicken his pace, according to the words of com- 
mand or directions he receives ; but any alteration of his pace 
must be very gradual, because hurrying or springing forward 
would occasion a shake throughout the Squadron. 

6. Attention of the Ranks. The attention of the rest of 
the Squadron should be invariably fixed towards the Centre ; hut 
each man and horse must be perfectly square to the front, the 
Dressing being preserved by a glance of the eye, and never by 
turning the head. The Flanks of the Squadron are to be kept 
rather back, and never on any account before the Centre; 

The distance of Files is taken and preserved from the 
Centre of the Squadron. This is more immedititely the business 
of the Front rank. The Rear rank, at the same time that they 
dress to their Centre, cover their File Leaders. 

7. Alteration of Direction. If an alteration is to be 
made in the direction of the Squadron, the Leader gradually cir- 
cles into such new direction, to which the Squadron conforms by 
advancing one flank and retaining the other till the change is 
effected. But the defects of an Advance in line must be very 
gradually corrected. 
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When the ground is snfficiently extensive, the Squadron 
shonld make long advances, changing the pac« often, but atten- 
tively preserving the dne rate of each pace. The Squadron 
during its Advance, should be as often accustomed to diminish 
^the paces, as to increase them. 

^,, 8. Filing over Broken Ground. While the Squadron 
i& advancing in line, it should sometimes be practised in break- 
ing off from the right of Threes for the purpose of passing over 
rough or broken ground. The word will be given, " Single 
Jtles from the Right of Threes,^' upon which the " Eight " of 
each Front-rank Section continues moving on, followed by his 
Rear-rank man, the '* Centres'* and ''Lefts" of both Ranks checking 
their pace, inclining to their right, and falling into File as they 
get room. The "Rights" of Threes must carefully preserve the 
Dressing, as well as the intervals which are made by the 
''Centres" and "Lefts" dropping back. The Squadron again 
' forms Line by tie word ^* Front form,'' Where a spot of broken 
gpround or real obstacle can be found On the exercising ground, it 
is of course best to apply this instruction practically. 

Substitute for Art. 9. 9. Halt op the Squadron. At 
the word '' Ralty Dress,*' both Ofl&cers and Men dress to the 
Centre, till they receive the word, " E^es Front.'* 

When one movement is immediatelv to succeed another, a 
-critical Dressing should not be required. 



Section XIX. 

PREPARATION OF THE SQUADRON FOR 
REGIMENTAL MOVEMENT*. 

1. Although the exercise of a single Squadron does not give 
opportunities for attaining a perfect knowledge of the Move- 
ments of a Regiment in the field, it will, nevertheless, afford the 



* A single Troop of Yeomanry should always form and exercise as a 
dquadron, the Officers' places being fiUed by Non-commissioned Officers, if 
^ere are not enough Officers present, and Lance Corporals and well- 
tndned men acting as Guides, where required. On no pretence should 
any of the posts be left vacant. 
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meaiiB of thoroughly inatmctiiig both Officers md Men in Pis- 
saging, Reining b*ck. Wheeling, Ooanternnarching, Advandsg^ 
Inclining, Increasing and DecreaaLog the Front, and also in moll

2. In the progress of instmction mnch may be tanght ty 

the nse of a Skeleton Squadron acting on the Flank of a complete 
one. The Skeleton Squadron will be composed of Onides with 
their Coverers, representing the Flanks of Divisions, who rniut; 
take the ntmost care to preserve the same extent of Front which 
their Divisions may be supposed to occnpy. When there is a 
want of Officers, their places must on no aoconnt be left vacant, 
bat most be filled by Non-commissioned Officers, and these again 
replaced by steady and intelligent Privates, and an opportunity 
wUl thus be afforded of practising and instructing any number of 
Non-commissioned Officers. When the Squadron is weak, this 
exercise may be practised in Single Rank. 

The Formation should be made alternately upon either^ 
Squadron, the regular words of command being given in the^ 
same manner as for a Regiment of two Squadrons. 

3. Both Squadron and Troop Leaders must be taught to- 
glance their eyes occasionally to both Flanks of the bodies they, 
command, that they may notice any inattention in the Ranks. 
Serrefiles must allow no carelessness of the Rear Rank to pass 
unobserved. 

.7* 

4. Upon the Caution being given for a Movement, the Ba8# 
should be instantly placed. Each Squadron Marker should havd: 
a thorough knowledge of the direction in which he is to look fot. 
the Points he is to dress upon ; and in taking his post, he shooldi 
turn his horse in such a manner as to keep the Base always 
in view, 

5. The Squadron should be often practised in attacking to 
the Front according to the principles laid down in Sbot. IX., 
Part. III., p. 122, and retiring immediately from one or both 
Flanks by Threes; or in Column of Divisions if strong enough, 
or by '' Troops ouiwardi about WheeL** 
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6. Some degree of confdsion is almost inevitable after a 
Tbarge^ and to show the means by which order is restored, the 
Squadron, should occasionally be directed to disperse after a 
Charge, and again rally to the Front, Rear, or Flank, at a 
Prnmpet Signal, but this is an exercise to be used with discre- 
lOOf for fear of leading to unsteadiness. 

::. 7* The practice of dismounting to act on foot, of Skirmish- 
ngy and Outpost duty, must also be attended to. 



Sbction XX. 

INSTRUCTION OF OFFICERS. 

1. Grbat pains must be taken in the instruction of Officers 
1 every detail of their executive duty in the field. The Troop 
jeaders must especially be trained to the utmost correctness of 
aovement in their own persons. It is not always sufficient for 
he Instructor to tell a young Officer what he is to do ; but he 
hould place one of his Assistants in command of the Troop 
or the moment, and cause him to show the right method of 
acecuting it 

,,, 2. For the purpose of instructing Officers to move small 
KKlies with facility into a new Position, a Base is to be placed 
it a certain distance from the Squadron, to represent the new 
liignment, in Front, on either Flank, or in the Rear. The Officer 
B then to be directed to lead the Squadron into this Alignment. 
^ Altering it either at a front or rear Point, and then forming 
me» For variety of practice, the new Position should be marked 
tt iFiarious angles with the old one. The Squadron may move in 
Column, either of Trobps, Divisions, or Threes, for this practice. 

Every Officer should be taught to take up Points of Forma- 
iOQ as laid down in Sect. VI., Part. III., p. 117, as nothing 
90 well illustrates the general principles of Alignments. 
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Section XXI. LINKING HORSES. 

It may sometimes be convenient to link the horses, to enaUe 
the men to parade on foot, or for other purposes. 

1. The word is then given, " To link Horses — Prepare to DiS' 
inount" on which each man unfastens his collar rein or chain, 
and the dismounting proceeds as usual. When all are <&-. 
mounted, the word is given ** Rights and Lefts of Threes, Dress 
up to your Centres ; " oh which they move their horses into line 
with the Centres, the latter stepping a short pace to the right, 
clos^ to their horses* shoulders. At the word "Link Horses!' 
each man steps out a pace with the right foot, faces about, fronts 
his horse's head, and links, or fastens his horse with the chain or 
rein, under the bridle reins, to the collar ring of the horse next 
to him ; it being observed as a rule, that the horses are always 
to be linked towards the Centre of the Squadron or Troop. The 
collar rein or chain is to be unfastened on the caution. 

2. If the men should be called away upon any duty, a suffi- 
cient guard will be invariably left in charge of the horses. 

3. The men fall in to mount at the word " Stand to your 
Horses!' followed by '* Attention!' They are to front their horses' 
heads, holding each bridoon rein near the ring, and at the word 
" Prepare to mount ^' each man unlinks his horse, and puts the 
chain or rein over the horse's neck to the off side, the Eights 
and Lefts of Threes rein back their horses to the stated distance 
and the whole step in to their horses, proceed with the usual 
motions in the manner directed, and, when mounted, fasten the 
collar rein or chain. 

4. Shoiild the Files, on any occasion of dismounting, be 
doubled up, without the horses being linked, the above instruc- 
tions with regard to mounting will apply, excepting that the 
men fall in, fronting the same way with their horses, and that at 
the word ''Prepare to Jl/oww^" the Rights and Lefts step forward, 
face their horses, and rein them back into their places. 
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Section XXII. DISMOUNTED SERVICE. 

1. " With Carbines, prepare to Dismount" The Front Rank 
idvances a horse's length and halts ; after a moment's pause, the 
'Centres" of Threes, of both ranks, move forward a horse's 
ength, and the ''Lefts of Threes" ease off half a yard to the 
•ight, for room to dismount. The "Rights" and ''Lefts" of 
Threes swivel their carbines*, and (having undone the straps) 
ihift them to the near side. 

2. ''Dismounts The "Rights" and "Lefts" of Threes dis- 
nomit, and leading up their horses, give them to the " Centres," 
^nd then hook or strap up their swords. During the time they 
'emain dismounted, their Carbines are not to be unswivelled. 

3. "Front Form, Quick March.** The Front Rank men move 
m in quick time, with arms at the trail, and close in to the Centre 
)f the Squadron; the Rear Rank, facing outwards froijti the Centre, 
lie in double quick time, with trailed arms, round the Flanks of 
Jbe Front Rank horses, and form at one yard distance behind the 
Pront Rank men. The Squadron will then baordered to "ffakJ* 

4. In Regiments having Standards, the Non-commissioned 
!)fficer who carries the Standard, remains mounted, as also his 



[)overer. 



5. The Squadron and Troop Leaders command the dis- 
nounted men in the same way as when mounted. When the 
iring commences, they will take post according to regulation, 
rhe Squadron and Troop Serrefiles remain in charge of the 
ed horses. The Squadron Marker comes to the front and holds 
he horse of the Squadron Leader. The Troop Serrefiles take 
ihe horses of the Troop Leaders. 

6. It must be a rule, when a Squadron dismounts " to act on 
bot," to protect the horses either by a Mounted Squadron or 
Troop. 



*f The directions as to the swivelling and securing the Carbine are here 
aid down as in the Regulars, but with the short Yeomanry Carbine, now 
n preparation, it will be found far the best to carry that arm in a holster 
>elund the right thigh, as adopted already by several corps of Yeomanry. 
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7. On the word ** Quick March'* the Squadron advance 
a short distance, and the Squadron Leader gives the \9 

itr^ ' ^ \ Troop, extend to Skirmish;'* on which the cei 

Piles of that Troop continuing to move straight forward, 
remainder incline outwards, and move on in double time, ei 
File turning to the Front again, and resuming the quick mar 
as soon as it has got its distance, which should be abo 
eight paces. The Rear Rank of the Skirmishers should dro 
behind their Front Rank, and follow at a distance of thirt 
paces; observing that this distance, as well as that between the 
Files, must entirely depend on the nature of the ground, and 
must be less in thickets and brushwood. The Supporting Troop 
is halted by its Leader till the Skirmishers have gone forwari! 
one hundred paces, and then receiving from him the word 
" Quick March,'* follows in conformity to the movements of the 
Skirmishers. 

8. When the Skirmishers receive from their Troop Leader 
the word " Commence Firing** the Front Rank man of each File 
kneels and fires independently with a deliberate aim, and then 
loads his Carbine as quickly as possible. The Rear Rank instantly 
runs forward twenty paces beyond the Front Rank, and fires in 
the same way, observing, however, as a rule, that no man must 
fire till his comrade behind him is loaded, and has given him thd; 
word ^*Ready,** in a low voice. 

9. When the whole are to retire, the Squadron Leader g^ves 
the word ^* About,** repeated by Troop Leaders. If there has 
been any command to "Cease Firing^* the Skirmisherg fi^sd 
about, and retire in the same order as they happened to be 
standing; but if there has been no such command, they retire 
by alternate Ranks, firing, the same as when advancing^ taking 
care that both Ranks are never unloaded at the same time» Tk$ 
men of the Rank which has fired last, must not begin loadings 
until they have passed the Rank behind them; because it is 
always an object to clear the Front quickly for the Rank which ib 
loaded. 

10. When the supporting Troop has retired to within thirtjr 
yards of the horses, it halts, fronts, and waits the arrival of ibti' 
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gkinnisbersy who close in as they retire, and form upon the 
8iq>port. The whole are faced to the right-abont, retire in quick 
time, and receive the word **File to your Horses;'* the Rear Rank 
then taming ontwards move in double quick time, and the 
whole run at once to the front of their horses, and take the 
B&ia from their Centre men, who then move forward a horse's 
IflDgth, and the others unhook their swords and stand ready to 
ilunmt; the ''Lefts*' of Threes having inclined their horses half 
a yard to the right, to get room for the purpose. 

' 11. '*Moun4." The "Rights" and "Lefts" of Threes mount 
tiieir horses, and dress up to the ''Centres;" the Rear Rank 
iflkea close order, and the men who have been dismounted strap 
aiid miswivel their Carbines. It may sometimes be expedient 
f^r the Support and Skirmishers to mount without any previous 
halt or formation, and as expeditiously as possible. 

12. Dismounted Skirmishers and Supports act upon the 
word **R%ghJb (or Left) indtne" when required to gain ground to 
either Flank. When they are to halt, the whole kneel or lie 
down, according to circumstances. 

13» Every man should be instructed to take advantage of 
the shelter of bushes, trees, ditches, &c., without too much 
Tf^gard to the regularity of Dressing or Interval, the Front and 
R^r Rank of each File being accustomed to act in concert, and 
protect each other, by alternate loading and firing. 

14. To attack a bridge or narrow pass, the men of the skir- 
mishing Troops close inwards as they approach it, and run on 
quickly upon the point of attack, while the supporting Troop 
extends and opens a fire along the banks of the stream or flanks 
of the defile, to cover their advance ; or else follows closely in a 
compact body, should the ground not admit of its fire being 
ueeful. The moment the Skirmishers have cleared the defile 
they extend as before. 

15. To retire through a pass, or over a bridge, the supporting 
Troop retreats first, and then extends to cover by its fire the 
retreat of the Skirmishers, who take care not to close until very 
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near the bridge or narrow passage. As soon as all have gone 
past, the Skirmishers extend as before, and the Support closes 
and acts in reserve. 

Observations. It may be well to explain that the instruc- 
tions in this Section are by no means intended to be applied to 
a whole Regiment. The object is merely to enable a Squadron, 
Troop, or any smaller Detachment, to act with readiness and effect 
where their horses could not go ; and the duties of Yeomanry 
when in aid of the civil power, make it very essential that they 
should be perfectly efficient for forcing their way into inclosures 
or buildings, for the dispersion or capture of Rioters who may 
have taken advantage of such shelter. Occasions may also occur 
of hollow roads being blocked up, or so defended by a very few 
people as to make it absolutely necessary to clear a passage by a 
dismounted party, before it would be prudent to move forward 
mounted. 

It is a most useful practice for a Troop of Yeomanry occa- 
sionally to dismount, and occupy a building or farm yard, with 
reference to its defence. In distributing the men to their posts, 
care should be taken to explain the nature of a flanking fire, and 
other means by which a small number of men, skilfully distri- 
buted, can assume a formidable attitude in the protection and 
defence of houses, factories, or other property. A little consider- 
ation directed to this subject will enable any intelligent person 
to make himself acquainted with the chief points in question, 
and they may sometimes be of great importance to the Yeomanry 
Officer. 
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Section I. 
FORMATION OP THE REGIMENT. 

The figs. A, B, c, show the Fonnation of a Regiment, in 
Line, in Gose Column, and in Open Oolmnn of Troops. 

Figs. D, B, p, show the Formation of Columns of Divisions 
and Threes. 



Section II. 
POST AND DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 

1. In Line, the Squadron Leader is in front of the Centre of 
tiis Squadron; the Squadron Serrefile in rear of it; Troop 
Leaders in front of the Centre of their Troops ; Troop Serrefiles 
in rear of them. (See fig. a.) 

When retiring in Line, the Serrefile Officers lead, but do not 
jive the words of command. 

2. In Open Column of Squadrons, the Squadron Leaders are 
in line with the Troop Leaders, and at two horses* lengths from 
the flank of the Column. 

3. Gose Column of Squadrons, the Squadron Leaders are 
d one horse's length from the Pivot Flank, and in line with the 
Proop Leaders. The Troop Leaders are in front of the Centre of 
heir Troops; the Serrefiles in rear of them, on the same align - 
nent as tiie Troop Leaders of the next Squadron, at half a 
lorse's length from each, towards the centre of the Column. 
Phe Adjutant, covered by the Regimental Marker, is on 
he reverse flank of the leading Squadron of the Column. (See 
ig. B.) 

4. "Whesa a Close Column takes ground to its Pivot flank, 
k^uadron Leaders cpiKluct the Heads of their Sc^uadzona ia front 

Ybomunmy, '^ 
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of l^e leading Threes ; but when it takes gronnd to its Reverse 
hand, they do not shift to the Eeyerse Flank to lead, and the 
Heads of the Squadrons are then conducted by the Troop Leadenr. 
on the Flanks of their leading Threes. ' 

When a Close Column takes ground to its Eeverse Flanl^ 
the Leaders of Troops on the Reverse hand, lead in front of thefr 
Pivots, moving out, when the Threes wheel, and resuming their 
posts when they front. 

5. When a Squadron wheels ** Threes Right" or " Left" io.^ 
deploy, the Troop Leaders move up to the Pivot flank of thair-. 
leading Threes, resuming their usual posts when the Squadrot) 
is fronted to march up into Li&e. 

6. The Squadron Leader, when Threes are wheeled to 
" deploy,*' moves up to the side of the Leader of the headmostj: 
Troop ; on the word ^^March" he proceeds with hl&r Squadnniil 
but halts himself, when opposite where the inward flank will' 
stand in Line, until he judges the leading Threes have got their 
distance ; he then gives the word *' Salt, Front, Forteardf*^* 
hastening to the Centre to lead his Squadron up into Line. 

7. When, for any particular occasion, a Close Column W 
formed of Troops, the Troop Leaders are half a horse's length^ 
from the Flank of the Pivot File, in line with the Front Rank; 
each Squadron Leader at a horse's length interval from the 
Officer of his Leading Troop ; the Serrefiles on the Reverse flank. 

8. In the Open Column and Oblique Echellon of Trocpe, 
the Squadron Leader superintends the movements of both his 
Troops ; Troop Leaders are in front of the second File from the 
Pivot or directing Flank, to which point they move, on the 
completion of the WTieel from Line into Column (see fig. c) (Ht 
Echellon. i 

9. In similar movements by Divisions, Troop Leaders take 
post in the same manner in front of the second File from the 
Pivot or directing Flank of the First and Fourth Divisions (seti 
fig. d) ; but when the Squadron is marching by Divisions of lefllj 
than twelve Files for Column of Route, Troop Leaders are <Nk* 
the Pivot flanks of the leading Divisions of their Troops. (See

10. When marching in Open Column, the Troop Leaders 
ire answerable for their '^ diBtancee.** The Troop Guides are 
nswerable for their "covering," and for preserving the proper 
iistance of Front Ranks from Troop Leaders. The Troop 
[49ader at the head of the Column rides in front of the Pivot 
luide, and is answerable for the Direction. The Squadron 
[leaders superintend the whole. 

11. When retiring in Open Column or Oblique Echellon of 
Iroops, by *' Threes About/' Troop Serrefiles lead in front 
)f the second File, and attend to their distances ; but the words of 
command still proceed from the Troop Leaders. The Pivot 
Gfuide of each Troop turns about (outwards) and rides on the 
lank of his Rear Rank. 

12. In Movements by Threed, each Troop Leader is on the 

Pivot flank of his leading Threes (see fig. f), except when an 

drpen. Column of Troops takes ground to its Flank, on which 

lecasion he leads in front of the Pivot of his leading Threes, 
f 

• 13. When marching by Files, the Troop Leader is on the 
E^vot Flank of his leading Files. 

14. The Squadron Leader, in all cases where his post is not 
q^ially laid down, moves wherever he can best superintend 
lis mten, and can best be heard by them.

Section III. COMMANDS. 



1. All Commands must be given in a firm, loud, and clear 
XMie ; every Officer must therefore be accustomed to give such 
3ommands, even to small bodies, loud enough not only to be 
leard by such bodies as are immediately under his orders, but 
ilfK> by the Leaders of others who are dependent on his motions. 

: 2. The Commanding Officer gives the general Caution, which 
f -immediately repeated by the Squadron Leaders, who then 
mceed to give the preparatory words necessary for executing 
Mb Movement indicated. When those words have been given. 
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the Commanding Officer directs the Trumpet to sonnd the pace 
at which the Movement is to be made ; the Squadron Leaders 
announce the Pace as a caution, by the word " Walk, Trot, or 
Gallop** and the executive word ^* March** from the Command- 
ing Officer, (repeated quickly and distinctly, by the Squadron 
Leaders,) puts the whole into motion. 

3. When the Troops composing a Squadron are to move or' 
wheel in the same manner and at the same time, the Command 
is given by the Squadron Leader ; but when differently or suc- 
cessively, the Command is given by each Troop Leader. 

4. When a General Order is not distinctly heard by a part, of 
the Line, each Squadron Leader (when the intention is obvious) 
will conform as quickly as possible to the Movement which be 
sees executed on his right or left, according to the point frdHi 
whence he perceives it to begin. 

5. It is not sufficient for a Commanding Officer to give hb 
word of command correctly ; but the moment he has uttered hiB 
caution, he should give his attention to the Squadron Leader^s 
repetition of it ; and if he perceives that any one has either 
misunderstood, or not heard it, he should repeat it loudly and 
clearly. He will thus n\ake sure of his word of execution taking 
effect at once, when he gives it ; and so far from any loss of time, 
the steady and uniform performance of the Movement will ftip 
more than compensate for the first delay. 

6 It is recommended to assemble the Officers, either before 
or after Field Days, or while the men are sitting at ease ; and to 
give all the words for a Movement in proper order, and in a dear 
tone ; and practise Squadron and Troop Leaders in giving their 
commands as much as possible in the same tone of voice, and witk 
the same pauses as the Commanding Officer. Nothing is of more 
advantage than similarity of words of Command, both to Office^ 
and men. 
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Section IV. 
PRINCIPLES OF FIELD MOVEMENT. 

1. All Wheels of the Squadron, Troop, or Division, from 
he Halt (unless otherwise ordered), are to be made at the rate 
)f the Trot of manoeuvre. 

2. After Wheels of a body previously in movement, the for- 
ner rate of march will be resumed at the word ^^ Forward'' 

. 3. The Centre Squadron, or (if the numbers be even) the 
EUght Centre Squadron, whether the Line consist of one or more 
Et^giments, is to be the Squadron of Direction, unless any other 
^nadron is specially named by the Commanding Officer. 

4. The Change of Direction in Echellon Formations is 
dways made by the word *^ Right" or ^^LefV for the degree of 
rheel required, followed by the word ^^ Forward^* as soon as the 
rroop is parallel to the NeW Line. 

5. Thb Changes of Front in Line are executed by the 
Slehellon march of Troops, either to the front or rear. 

6. Changes of Front of a less degree than one eighth of 
Imi circle are to be made on the Base, by the Squadrons moving 
iEtire, as laid down in the observations on Movement No. VI. 
from Line (p. 139). 

' 7. Changes of Position of the Eegiment from one distant 
iHiiation to another, are made either in Line, by the direct 
ESehellon, by the Oblique Echellon of Troops, by Squadron 
3bltimns of Threes or Division, or by the March of the 
[)pen Column. 

' 8. In Changes of Position by Oblique Echellon the Troops 
^eel half the amount of the intended change, then move to the 
lew Position, where the Base Troop again wheels the required 
iegree into the new Alignment, and the Formation is completed 
in the usual manner. 

9. Distant Positions, where circumstances will allow, are 
easiest and soonest taken by the Match. o{ t\i<^Q^Ti <^\s^ss£fi^. 
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For this purpose the whole Line wheels to the h%nd ordered, 
by Troops or Divisions, and moves off in Column. 

10. The Changes of Front and Position by Oblique Echellon 
are almost equal in security to the march of the Regiment in 
front, or to a uniform Wheel of the Line ; they can be used ip. 
the most critical situations, where the March of the Op^ 
Column could not be risked. The advantages attending th«pi 
are, the preserving a general Front during the March, and en- 
abling a Body to change Front or Position either on a fixed or 
moving point, retaining the power at any moment to stop the 
movement and form a Line. 

11. Inversion. Although Inversion of the Line should 
generally be avoided, yet situations will occur where it is indis- 
pensable, and it therefore cannot be neglected in practice. 

For instance, a Column ^th its "Right in Front" may arrive 
on the left of its ground, and be obliged immediately to form up, 
and support that point, so that the Right of the Line will 
become the Left (see Movement No. XII, from Open Column), 
or it may be necessary for a Column to form Line to its Reverae 
flank as nearly as possible upon its own ground (see Movement 
No. XL from Open Column). 

But on the whole, it is to be recollected, that though tibe 
Inversion of Squadrons in a Regiment, ought to create no wfcl 
inconvenience, yet, that of the Troops or Divisions of the Squa- 
dron within itself, would lead to disorder, and is on all occasioiiB 
to be avoided. 

12. Cavalry acting with Infantry, and required to advance, 
can pass through the Infantry Line, either in Open Columna of 
Troops, or Squadron Columns of Divisions, or Threes, or cm 
advance round the Flanks in Single, or Double Columns, of 
Troops, forming their Line as they move forward. 

13. When Cavalry are to withdraw to the rear of a Line of 
Infantry, they should retire in Open Column of Troops round 
one or both Flanks of the Infantry, so as to clear their front 
quickly, and allow of their opening their fire, 

14:. When Infantry are thrown into Squares, Cavalry cam 
always retire between them in Squadron Columns of Threes, 
hecauBe there is then no risk of deranging their order. 
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Sbotion v. 
RULES FOR MARKERS AND DRESSING. 

1. Thb Markers to be employed for Regimental Movements 
are. The Adjutant, The Regimental Serjeant*MajoT, and one 
Ifon-Gommissioned Officer for each Sqnadron, called the Squadron 
Marker. 

In Changes of Front, and in Formations of Line, the Troop 
Leader of the Base Troop is employed with the Squadron 
Marker to give the Base, and is placed by the Squadron Leader. 

2. When a Line is being formed, the Squadron and Troop 
Leaders will &ce their Squadrons, and the Alignment will be taken 
up within half a foot of their horses* heads. When the Dressing is 
completed, the word ** Eye» FrorU" is given, and the Officers 
resume their posts half a horse's length in front of their Squadrons*. 

In all Dressing in Oolumn, the Leaders will be at one horse's 
length from the Pivot Guide, and facing the Flank of the Column. 
When the Dressing is completed, the Leaders give the word 
**Eyei Front,'' and then take post. 

3. When an accurate Dressing is required after an Advance 
in Line, the Caution is given, '< By the Squadron of Direction, 

liDresi,** repeated by Squadron Leaders, on which the Officers 
.^ that Squadron move forward a horse's length: but do not 
..^am their horses about. The Troop Leaders give the Base, and, 
with the Squadron Leader, are dressed by the Major. 

On the word " March'* the Men of the Squadron of Direction 
move up to their proper distance from their Officers; and the 
other Squadrons (Officers, and Men) take up the Dressing at a 
walk, each Squadron receiving from its Leader the word, " Eyes 
Front," at soon as steady. 



'*' It is strongly recommended to Yeomanry to simplify this rale, by the 
men taking up the Alignment, in the first instance, at half a horse's length 
from the heads of the Officers' and Markers' horses, instead of at half a 
£x>t; so that on the word ** Eyes Fr(mt*' the Officers will only have to 
ioni their own horses about, exactly where they stand, without any sub- 
sequent dressing forward, which always causes a degree of unsteadiness. 
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4. When a Division, Troop, or Squadron, is merely to cor- y 
rect its Dressing by its own directing Flank, the word " Drttf 
is employed; but when it is to move up bodily, and take up ita^ 
dressing from a previously formed Line, the Oommand to be 
given is ^* Dress up f for instance, when an Open Column form^ 
Line on its leading Troop, that Troop, after advancing the pi)B- 
scribed three horses' lengths, is halted, and receives the woiit, 
*' Dress" but the remaining Troops, successively halting short of 
the Alignment, are moved up to it by the command ** Dreu 
up, 

5. In successive Formations of Line, each Squadron Leader 
gives the word '' Ej^es Front" as soon as his own Squadron k 
properly dressed, and the Officers of the next are arrived upon 
the Alignment* ; upon this word the Officers front, and mov« 
up to their posts at half a horse's length from the Ranks ; th« 
Marker goes to the rear, and the men look to their front ; hut 
the Base Officer and Marker invariably remain posted until thft 
whole Eegiment is formed. In case of the first formed Squadroa 
being required to act immediately, as may sometimes occur on 
service, the next Squadron gives the Base for those not yet 
arrived on the Line. 

6. Officers and Markers employed in giving Bases for Line^ 
raise the hilts of their swords to the height of the cheek, keeping) 
the blade perfectly upright, and with the edge to the front 
Markers for the covering of Columns turn the edge sideways. 

7. A Marker should usually move out from his Squadron just 
time enough to take his Dressing from the Base, before the Squad- 
ron arrives on the Line ; but sooner for deployment (See Art. 11.) 

8. In Changes of Front from Line, and in Formations of 
Line from Open Column, the Base consists of the Leader of the 
Base Troop, and the Marker of the Squadron to which that 
Troop belongs. This Marker, immediately upon the Caution, 
places himself, with his sword raised, facing to where the flank 
File of the Base Troop will stand after it shall have wheeled or 
moved up; and the Leader of that Troop quits his post the 



• See the Note to Art. 2. 
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laoment lie has given the preparatory command to his Troop to 
wheel or move up, and places himself, with his sword raised, 
&cing to where the Centre of his Troop will arrive. Both he and 
the Marker remain fixed till the Regiment is formed. The Leader 
of the Squadron, from which the Base is thus given, goes to the 
optside of the Base, .the moment he has repeated the Caution, to 
we that it is in its proper direction. Having corrected it, (if 
necessary,) he places himself quickly in line with it, facing 
to where the Centre of his Squadron will arrive. Meantime 
the Major rides, immediately upon the Caution, to the Base 
I^aced by the Leader of the Squadron from which it is 
given, and sees that the Leaders of the other Squadrons 
and Troops dress correctly upon it as they arrive in line. 
The Markers of all but the Base Squadron take up the outer 
points as their Squadrons approach the Line; each remains 
stationary till his Squadron is dressed, and goes to the rear 
immediately that the Squadron Leader gives the word " Ei/es 
Fttnur 

_ m 

9. When a Regiment forms Close Column, the Adjutant 
places the Base for the covering of the Pivots ; he also places 
the Base, when the Close Column changes its front, counter - 
marches its Squadrons, reverses its front, or forms Line to its 
Flank. 

10. In Deployment the Base consists of the Adjutant and 
Regimental Marker, who are placed by the Major (immediately 
iqpon the caution) in front of the Base Squadron, at one horse's 
length from the head of the Column ; the Adjutant at the reverse 
FUmk, and the Regimental Marker at the Pivot. 

11. In a Deployment a Marker should arrive at his post 
about forty yards in advance of his Squadron, so as to be steadily 
aligned on the Base before it reaches him. 

12. When a Regiment in Open Column enters a distant 
Position, the Adjutant marks the Point of entry. 

13. When a Column changes its direction, the Adjutant 
marks the Point where such Change is made. If the changes 
are frequent, the Serjeant-Major is to assist him. 
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14. When a Line is ordered to ** Change Front'* on a Flank, 
no Troop or Squadron is to be named in the Oaution, bat sach 
change is to be made on the Flank Troop of the Line, whidi 
will give the Base accordingly. 

15. In Changes of Front on a central part of the Line, the 
particular Squadron must be indicated; and it is then under- 
stood that if the Ohange of Front is to the right, the ri||iit 
Troop, but if to the left, the left Troop, of that Squadron gives 
the Base. 

16. In Formations of Line on a central part of an Open 
Column, the intended Squadron must be named in the Caution ; 
and if the Formation is to the front, the leading Troop, bat if 
to the rear, the rear Troop, of the named Squadron gives the 
Base. 

17. When a Brigade '' changes its front" or '' forms Line" from 
Open Column, the Base given by the Troop on wliich the 
Change or Formation takes place, serves as the general Base for 
the whole Line, but as soon as the first Squadron of the next 
Regiment has arrived and formed on the Line, the Base Ofi^eer. 
and Marker drop their swords and return to their usual plac^ 

18. When a Brigade assembles in Contiguous Oolmnn, t|j|. 
inward flank of each Regiment is marked by its Seijeant-M^ojh; 
who is posted by an Officer of the General's Staff. 

19. When the Caution is given for a Brigade to dejdoaiff^ 
one of the Squadrons of a central or rear Regiment, CommanSpg 
Officers are answerable for immediately sending up to the 
of the Column, the Adjutant and Regimental Marker who 
the Base (and are posted by a Staff Officer) ; also, the Marker d 
the Squadron next in front, and the Marker of the Squadron neiel' 
in rear of the Base Squadron. 
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Section. VI. 
TAKING UP POINTS OF FORMATION. 

Thb general direction of the Alignment upon which a Column 
18 to form, must always be considered before entering upon it, 
two objects in natnre being nsnally determined as points of 
direction for the extremities of the intended Line. 

If the Column is to enter the Alignment at one of those 
Objects, no difiBculty occurs in there placing the Base pointing 
tqpon the other more distant object; but if the Column is to 
enter the intended Alignment at any central or intermediate 
point, or if, as may often be the case, the Objects which have 
been determined as a guidance for the direction of the Line are 
distant or inaccessible, the Alignment in which the Base is to be 
plaoed for the Formation to commence, must be ascertained by 
the following method, in which Officers and Non-commissioned 
Officers should be frequently practised. 




Suppose the Mill and the Steeple, are two distant or inac- 
cessible Objects, between which a Column is to enter, in order to 
deploy or form Line in any other manner. The two Objects in 
question are pointed out to two Officers or Nou-comml&dQ\ifi.d 
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Officers, A and £, usually the Adjutant and Serjeant-Maj( 
chooses one of the objects (suppose the Mill) as his regi 
Point, and places himself with his side towards it, and his 1 
head towards the intended Alignment. 

B instantly pos£B himself about fifty yards from A, c 
side of him which is farthest from the' Mill, with his 
head also towards the intended Alignment, and dresses 1 
exactly upon A and the Mill. 

As soon as he has placed himself correctly as descril 
gives the word '* Eea4i/,'* i:ipon which they both start, A 
straight forward at a steady canter towards where the h 
the Colimin is to follow, occasionally glancing his eye t 
the Steeple ; and B riding a certain degree faster so a&to k( 
Mill still exactly in a line with A as he advances, and at th 
time preserving his fifty yards' distance from his flank. 

As they thus approach the intended Alignment,^ A masi 
to fix his eye upon the steeple, and also to observe B as he a 
coming into line with it, gradually slackening his own pa 
walk, to allow of B keeping his dressing more steadily. 

The moment he sees B come into line with the Stee 
stops his horse, giving the word " Halt" to B, and rais: 
sword. 

B, halting instantly, likewise raises his sword, both tur 
horses quietly to the right-about, and the Points are thu 
Wished, upon which the advancing Column is enabled tc 
its own Base in the usual manner, and proceed with its F 
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Seotiom VIL 

MARCH IN LINE, DIRECTION, AND 

ALIGNMENT. 

The March of the Line, either to the Front or to the Rear^ is 
the most difficult and most important of all Movements. 

1. When marching in Line, th^ men of each Squadron dress 
to their Centre, and the Squadron Leaders line with, and preserve 
their intervals from, each other, and the Squadron of Direction ; 
but with as much reference as possible to that Squadron. The 
Leader of the Squadron of Direction takes a point in the distance 
perpendicular to his front, and selects intermediate objects upon 
which he is to move. Both the Troop Leaders of the Squadron 
of Direction take post in front of the third Files from the Flanks 
during the advance, and raise their swords in order to furnish a 
Base for the Squadron Leaders, to whom their own Troop 
Leaders look for the Dressing.* 

* 2. One of the Troop Leaders of the Squadron of Direction 
regulates the Base of the Alignment. In the advance he must 
endeavour to keep this Base square, and parallel to the original 
Alignment, by increasing or slackening his pace as he se^s 
occasion. The other Troop Leader conforms, by keeping himself 
dressed on the Squadron Leader and the Officer of Alignment. 

3. If the Firsts Central, or any intermediate Squadron is the 
one of Direction, the Right Troop Leader of that Squadron is 
the Officer of Alignment ; if on the left of the centre, the Left 
Troop Leader. The Major or Adjutant superintends the Officer 
of Alignment. 

4. It is an essential rule for all other Squadrons to be, if any- 
thing, rather behind the Squadron of direction in advancing in line. 

5. When a Change of Direction is to be given to an advancing 
Line, the Officer of Alignment will increase or slacken his pace 
according to the instructions he receives; the Leader of the 
Squadron of Direction will gradually circle into the new direc- 
tion, the other Troop Leader conforming to the change, and 
the Leaders of the other Squadrons gradually taking up the 



* It is reeomineiided to Yeomanry not to adopt this alteration of the 
Post of these Troop Leaders but that they should keep their usual places 
the same as in the other Squadrons. 
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new dressing. When the desired alteration is made in the 
Direction of the advancing Line, the word '* Forward^' is given. 

6. Inclining is the method hy which the Line gains ground 
to the Flank, without altering its parallel direction. At the 
word ^* Forward^' it resumes its direct Advance. During the ^* In* 
cline," the Flank Squadron, on the hand to which the Incline is 
made, becomes the Squadron of Direction. 

7. When parts of the Line are impeded by any inequalities 
of the ground, or other obstacle, they are to be passed with 
regularity and order, by filing from the Bight of Threes, — by 
breaking into Files, Threes, or Divisions from the Right or Left 
of Squadrons, or by doubling Squadrons, Troops, or Divisions, 
into Column, each body re-forming as soon as dear. No Elzercise 
is more important or requires greater practice. 

8. When there is sufficient extent of ground, it should be • 
frequent practice to make long Advances in Line, changing the 
Direction of the Line, inclining and again advancing, occasionally 
altering the pace by increasing it from the Walk to the Oanter, and 
again decreasing it from the Oanter to the walk l)y gradual degrees. 

9. As a general rule, almost every Movement at a Field Day 
should be followed by an Advance in Line. 

10. After the March in Line, on the word " HaU, Dreu!* 
each Squadron halts and dresses by its Centre ; their Leaders 
by the Squadron of Direction : and if the Dressing of the 
general Line is to be afterwards corrected, it ought to b^^ 
at, and be taken up from, the Squadron of Direction. 

11. Where the whole Line is to be new dressed, and where 
circumstances admit, much facility attends the operation, if such 
an Alignment is taken as causes a Dressing forward, however 
small, of every Squadron that composes it 

12. If the Squadron Intervals are false in the Centre of a 
Line, they must remain so till corrected by order, and by a 
separate operation of flank-marching ; but the Leader of a Flank 
Squadron should never lose a moment in correcting his Interval, 
if false, because its correction does not interfere with any other 
part of the Line. 

In the Retreat of the Line the same rules apply as in the 
Advance, the Squadron Serrefiles acting as Leaders. 
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Section VHI. FORMATION FOR ATTACK. 

1. The Formation of a body of Cavalry for an Attack depends 
much upon the opposition to be expected, and also npon the 
nature of the ground; which should be '* reconnoitred " (when 
it is practicable) to the Front and Flanks. 

2. The force should be formed in three distinct bodies, dis- 
tinguished as ** First Line," " Support/' and " Reserve." 

The " first Line " should seldom consist of more than one- 
third of the whole Force ; it should be formed in Line. 

The " Support" may be either in Line, or in Columns. 

The '^ Reserve " should be in similar Columns. 

3. The distance from the " First Line" to the " Support," 
as well as from the ** Support *' to the " Reserve," must be 
sofiQcient to preserve the ** Support " from being disordered, 
should the ''First Line," be forced to retreat; in no case less 
tium 200 yards. 

4. The " Support " and the " Reserve " must steadily follow 
{he advance of the " First Line," maintaining their respective 
distances ; but the moment the ** First Line^' is seen commencing 
its Charge, they must both draw up to a Walk, and continue at 
ihat pace till the evident success of the " First Line " warrants 
their more rapid advance, or till (in the event of its failure) it has 
retired, and cleared the Front of the '' Support," so as to enable 
the latter to attack with full effect, and probably convert the 
failure of the ''First Line " into success ; but for this it is essential 
jthat the Ofl&cers of the " First Line" should use every exertion 
to get their men away round the Flanks, and rally them behind 
the "Reserve," instead of their falling back upon the " Support," 
and destroying the steadiness, and order, of its attack. 
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Section IX. THE CHARGE OR ATTACK. 

1. The great force of Cavalry is in the offenaive; therefore, 
the Attack is its princii>al object. 

2. All the different Movements of the Line should tend td 
place it in the most advantageous situation for '' Attack.** 

3. When the Line is to Charge, the words of command are 
''March!'' ''Trot!" *' Gallop! ""Charge!'' "Walk!" &nd"I[aU!" 

4. The Commanding Officer should lead at such a pace as 
that the Flanks and Rear Rank may always keep up ; but, at the 
same time, it is most essential that the Flanks should not press 
before the Centre. Every alteration of pace must be made as 
gradually as possible, and at the same instant, by the whole Line. 

5. Whatever distance a Line has to go over, it is desirable, 
if the nature of the ground will permit, that it should move at a 
steady trot till within two hundred yards, and then gallop, 
making a progressive increase, till within forty or fifty yards, 
of the point of attack, when the word " Charge " will be given, 
and the Gallop made with as much rapidity as the body can 
bear in good order. Of course the distances here laid down 
mast in many cases be left to the discretion of the Commanding 
Officer, and are only meant for general guidance at ordinary 
Field Days. 

6. It is from the uniform velocity of a Line that its greatest 
effect is to be derived ; it must, therefore, on no account, be so 
much hurried as to bring up the horses blown, or even distressed, 
to the attack. 

7. In every part of the Charge, the Centre of each Squadron 
must be very exact in following the Leader, and the men parti- 
cularly attentive in keeping up to, and dressing to, their Centre, 
without closing or opening their Distances; taking care also 
that the Flanks are not too forward. They should have their 
horses in hand, and perfectly square to the front. If they turn 
their heads at all inward they are sure to crush in upon the 
Centre and disorder the Squadron ; if outward the Files will 
become loose. 
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8. After a Charge or Attack, the great object of the Officers 
and Non-commissioiied Officers should be to restore order, and 
form Line as steadily and quickly as possible. 

9. If the Line £uls in its attack. Officers mnst endeavour to 
prevent their men from flailing back on their Support They must 
try to lead them round its Flanks, and rally them in the rear. 
Nothing can be more &tal than a disordered body throwing itself 
back upon a Line advancing to its assistance. 

10. Li the real Charge, the Halt of the Line depends upon 
the nature of the resistance which is met with ; in ordinary exer- 
cise, after the Charge, the word "WcUk'* will be given, when the 
pace will be gradually decreased, and a distance of thirty or forty 
yards will be allowed before the final '' ITalt" 

It is strongly recommended, where Yeomanry Regiments 
manoeuvre in double Banks, that it should be a standing rule on 
all cksCasions of advancing in Line for attack, that the Rear Rank 
should drop back as sooniis the '' Trot" commences, to a dis- 
tance of three horses* lengtns, and not close up till the word is 
given to " Walk." 

11. There can be no occasion on which it is eligible for 
Cavalry to wait and receive the attack. Though circumstances 
of ^situation may prevent a Line from advancing much, it should 
never absolutely stand' still to receive an attack ; otherwise its 
defeat is almost inevitable. 

12. In the Advance in Line the Sword will be carried ; in 
the Charge it will be brought to the *' Engage,'* (by the Front 
Rank only,) and, on the order to " Walk" it will be sloped. 
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Section X. 
INSPECTION OR REVIEW OF THE REGIMENT. 



Formation of the Regiment for "; 
Parade Movements. 

The figure a shows the Formation of the Regiment. 

1. The Commanding Officer takes two post horses' lengths in 
front of the Leader of the Centre Sqnadron. The other Reld 
Officers are a horse's length before the Leaders of the Flank 
Squadrons, but during the Movements they assist in the field, 
by superintending the Bases and Dressing, commanding Second 
Lines, or directing detached Squadrons, Advanced Guards, <fcc. 

2. The Adjutant and Staff in one rank, on the right of the 
Regiment, at a horse's length interval from it, dressing by the 
Front Rank ; the Band or Trumpeters in two or more ranks on 
the right of the Staff, and at a like interval. 

3. The Regiment being formed on the ground where the 
Reviewing Officer is to be received, a Point is to be marked 
about 150 or 200 yards in front of the Centre, at which the 
Officer is expected to take his station, and that spot is to be con- 
sidered the point to work upon. 

4. The Regiment takes order in the manner prescribed in 
Part IL, Sect. XIL, p. 68, the Officers and Rear Rank dressing 
by the Squadron of Direction. 

5. When the Reviewing Officer presents himself before the 
Centre, the words " Eyes Right — Draw Swords*^ are given ; thie 
Officers coming down at the last motion to the position of the 
Salute ; the Standards salute such persons only, as, from Rank 
and Regulation, are entitled to that honour ; the Band plays, or 
Trumpets sound, according to the rank of the Reviewing Officer; 
after which the Officers recover their swords with the Com- 
manding Officer. 



MARCHING PAST. 
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6. The Reviewing Officer then goes towards the right, ac- 
x>mpanied by the Commanding Officer, and the whole remain 
tteady while he passes along the Regiment, during which time 
he Band will play, or Trumpets sound. 

7. When the Reviewing Officer is proceeding to place him- 
jelf in the front, the Commanding Officer orders ** Rear Rank, 
\ake Cloie Order — March^ On this particular occasion, the 
Officers and Standard remain as at order. 

Marching Past. 

8. When the Caution is given to ^*March past hy Squadronz" 
die Adjutant marks the Passing Line by placing the Marker of 
khe Second Squadron at point b, about forty yards on the right 
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)f the Centre, facing the Regiment, and on a line about four yards 
n advance of that upon which the Reviewing Officer is supposed 
x> take post. The Regimental Sergeant-Major places himself 
\t o, at an equal distance on the left of the Centre, dressing by 
he Marker of the Second Squadron and the Adjutant, who posts 
umself at e, about twelve yards beyond that Marker, until the 
Jeijeant-Major has placed himself correctly, 

. 9. The Markers of the First and Third (or Fourth) Squa- 
ironB ride out to the front, halt and turn about, when they arrive 
i A and d, each outflanking the Regiment by about twenty yards, 
ODid dress by the Serjeant-Major and Marker of the Second 
Squadron. 
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10. On the word " March pott by Squadrons,** repeated Ijjf) 
Squadron Leaders, the latter (still remaining opposite the Oentm: 
of their Squadrons) give the word " Threes Right** On thfi 
word ''March,'* the Staff fall out; and as soon as the Oolnmnii 
in motion, the'Oommanding Officer gives the word *' Sbpk 
Swords," the Head of the Column receiving the words "ii^ 
Wheel — Forward,** when opposite the Marker, at a ; and ead^ 
Squadron, when its head arrives at the Passing Line, receivings 
the words '* Halt— -Front — Forward** followed by " Eyes Righ^. \ 
On arriving at b, the words are given ** Rear Rank, take Order; 
— Carry Swords,** 

11. The Band is at a distance equal to the breadth of a Tro<^ I 
in front of the Column ; and having passed the Greneral, it wheA 
to its left, clears the Flank of the Column, then wheels to tlie 
left about, and plays while the Regiment is passing. 

12. The Officers being at the prescribed distance in fr(mi^ 
salute when within ten yards of the Reviewing Officer, taking^ 
their time from the Commanding Officer and Squadron Leaden^ 
and dress to the right. The Adjutant marches past two horses* 
lengths in rear of the third File from the right flank of the rear 
Squadron. 

13. When the rear rank has passed the Reviewing Offic^ 
ten yards, Officers recover their swords with the SquaditAr 
Leaders, 

14. On arriving at the Marker c, the words " Rear Rank, 
take Close Order" and ''Draw Swords,** are given, on which the 
Serrefile Officers take post in the rear. 

15. Each Squadron, on reaching the point d of the Passing 
Line, receives the words ** Left Wheel — Forward** 

16. As soon as the last Squadron has wheeled at the point 
D, the Commanding Officer gives the word ** Forin Troops" 
upon which, the right Troop of each Squadron continuing itfl 
march, the left Troop receives from its Leader the words ''i7a|| 
— Right Incline — March,** followed hy" Forward" as soon as jl 
covers in Colmnn. The word " Trot'* is then given, and tUi 
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Qolumn moves rotuid the square, each Troop wheeling at the 
Bbveral angles, till the Leading Troop arrives within its own 
breadth of the commencement a, of the Passing Line, when the 
ftfst Squadron receives from its Leader the word " Left Wheel 
itUo Line'* followed by *^ Forward,'* *'Eyei Right,'' and advances 
iS^i within abont ten yards of the Point b ; the word is then 
ginen ^* Form Clote Colvrnmj;" the First Squadron halts; the 
othersy having successively wheeled into Line the same as the 
ftristy move up to Close Column. 

17. The Kegiment will then rank past by Single Files*. 

On the word '* Rank past hy Single Files," the Right Troop 
Leader gives the word " Carry Swords," ** From the left to 
^ front rank off," " March," and the Left Troop Leader, 
" From the right to the front rank off," " March," as it comes 
to his turn. Each Troop, preceded by its Officers according 
to Beniority, ranks past from its inward Flank; that is, the 
right Troops from their left, and the left Troops from their 
i^ht, first all the Front Bank, and then all the Bear Bank. The 
Squadron Leader precedes the Leader of the right Troop ; the 
Lieutenant-Colonel precedes the Begiment; and the Adjutant 
iff in rear of the whole. Trumpeters rank past in front of the 
Of^rs ; Farriers in rear of their Troops ; Standards in rear of 
the Officers of the right Troops. Officers salute separately when 
t^n yards from the General; Squadron Leaders, after having 
passed, fall out to the left, and front him while their respective 
Squadrons are passing. 

. 18. Each Squadron forms on reaching d at the end of the 
Passing Line, and receives the word " Slope Swords" It then 
wheels to the left, and advances sufficiently to allow the other 
Squadrons to form and wheel successively at d, and march up 
in Close Column behind it. 



* * This mode of filing past has always been followed in the Regulars, 
Init to Yeomanry it is strongly recommended, instead of thus moying ok 
tram, the inward flanks of Troops, to file past from the right of each 
dqiiadron, according to the ordinary method laid down, Fabt II. p. 72 ; 
fliUB avcading a variety which is only for parade, and is liable to perplex 
tbe men in one of the most useful practices in their inatruAtLou.. 
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19. As soon as the Close Colmnn is thus formed, the caution i 
is given " Advance in Column of Troopifrom the Rtghi,'' Thft: 
Right Troop of the First Squadron receives from its Leader 
the word " Advance" On the words " Trot" *' March" the 
Right Troop advances, the Left Troop receiving from its Leade^*' 
"Right Incline" "March" as it gets room, and "Forward" whffA^ 
it covers the preceding Troop in Oolumn. In the same mann^ 
the remaining Squadrons move successively into Open Columii 
of Troops, (fig. 0,) and trot round, each Troop receiving from 
its Leader the word " Left Wheel" followed by *' Forward" at 
the angles. 

20. On entering upon the Passing Line at a. Troop Leaders,, 
after the wheel, take post in front of the second File from the 
Right, giving the words ** Eye$ Right" " Carry Swords" Im- 
mediately before wheeling at d, they give liie word "Slope 
Swords : " after the wheel, they resume their proper posts in 
front of the second File from the left, giving the word " Fyet 
Left." 

21. While upon the Passing Line the Squadron Leader pre- 
cedes the Right Troop Leader, the Squadron Serrefile marches 
on a line with the right Troop Serrefile, in rear of the right 
Flank of the Right Troop. The Squadron Marker, if not wanted 
to mark the Passing Line, (as may happen when there is more 
than one Regiment,) marches in rear of the left Flank of the 
Left Troop, in line with the Serrefile. Troop Serrefiles are at 
their usual posts. 

22. As soon as the rear of the Column has quitted the 
Passing Line, Markers rejoin their Squadrons. 

23. The Troops having successively made a second Wheel, 
the Column halts upon the original ground, and wheels into 
Line*. 

24. Wlien the Regiment begins to perform Field Movements, 
the Farriers and Band fall out ; one Trumpeter remaining with 



* ShoTild the Sword Exercise be required, it ia at this period it wiU 
be usually performed. 
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le Oommanding Officer, and one with each Squadron, to repeat 
le soundings*. 

25. At the conclusion of a Keview, the Eegiment or Line 
Ivances in Parade Order by the Squadron of Direction, opening 
IB Banks and carrying Swords on the march, and halting and 
Jnting when within forty or fifty yards of the Reviewing 
fficer. 



* Unless the Corps is provided with good Trumpeters, trained to horse* 
aanship, and accustomed to Field-drill, it will be best to dispense with 
hesa in MoTement, and trust to the voice alone. 
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FIELD MOVEMENTS. 



In detailing the Field Movements, it has been deemed sufH- 
ent to lay them down as performed from the Eight; to perform 
lem from the Left, it will only be necessary to substitute, in 
le Cautions and Commands, the word Ltft for Right, and Right 
>r Left 

Some few of the Movements laid down for the Regular 
avalry have been omitted as inapplicable to the Yeomanry 
ervice, but it has been thought best to preserve the ** numbers '' 
y which the Movements are designated unaltered, and corre- 
)onding therefore with the Cavalry Regulations. 

Unless with Corps of long standing, and frequent assembly, 
) is strongly recommended to select the most necessary Move- 
lents only; and above all, not to attempt too manj' on occa- 
ions of Review. 

Twelve or fourteen simple and useful Movements are quite 
noogh for such occasions; and by repeating each two or three 
imes over at preparatory Field-days, they will be well under- 
tood, and therefore well performed. Care should be taken, 
lowever, not to perform them always in the same order, but to 
onsider each Movement as an independent exercise, otherwise 
he habit will be acquired of expecting the Movements to follow 
a a certain succession, which should of all things be avoided.

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Section XII. ON THE CLOSE COLUMN. 

1. The general objects of a Close Column are, to form Line 
to the front in the quickest manner, to conceal numbers, and 
to extend in whatever direction the circumstances of the moment 
may require. It is a situation for the Assembly rather than for 
the Movement of Cavalry, and is more applicable to Keserves 
than to the general purposes of Field Movement. There is no 
greater waste of instruction and time, than for Cavalry to ma- 
noBuvre much in Close Column, besides which, even with the 
best trained horses there are more accidents and kicks occur in 
Close Column than in any other Formation of Cavalry. 

The Close Column is composed of Squadrons, except in the 
case of its being required to assemble in very confined situations, 
where it may be more desirable to form a Column of Troops, 
on which occasions the Leaders of Troops must move out to 
the '* Pivot," and the Serrefiles to the '* Reverse " Flank ; but when 
it is moved into open ground to deploy, the Column of Squadrons 
will be formed, and closed to its front, before the Deployment 
takes place. 

2. The Close Column, whether of Squadrons, or Troops, 
dresses to the Pivot flank both when halted and in movement, 
except when a Formation is ordered to the Reverse flank. After 
wheeling by Threes to take ground to a flank, or for the pur- 
pose of Deployment, the dressing and preservation of Distances 
are to what was the Front of the Column. 

3. When the Close Column is to take ground to a flank, the 
Caution is given " Take ground to the Right or Left,'* on which 
the Threes are wheeled to the hand ordered, and the whole move 
on the word " March" Dressing and Distance being preserved 
from the Squadron at the head of the Column. 

4. The Close Column can change its direction on a Moveable 
Pivot by the command " Right (or Left) Shovlders " followed by 
" Forward" but this should never be attempted on rough ground, 
or at any faster pace than a walk. 

6. Deployment is a most important movemftufc, eiid Ye.<3^it<M^ 
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frequent practice to execute well. A slovenly Deployment 
should never be passed over, but the Movement should be re- 
peated again and again, till the Officers perceive where their mis- 
takes of interval have arisen, and learn practically to correct 
them. 

Should it be required to deploy into an Oblique Line, a pre- 
vious command is given, " Squadrons Quarter Right" upon 
which each Squadron wheels, as it stands in Colimin, upon its 
own right Flank man, so that the Column is in Oblique Echellon. 
The Deployment, on any named Squadron, then proceeds in the 
usual way, 

6. The Deplojnnent on the front Squadron should sometimes 
be practised from Close Column in march to the front. On such 
occasions, the Deployment must be made at double the rate at 
which the leading body is moving. It must be remembered, that 
this is a Movement which takes much more time to complete, than 
a standing Deployment, and if it is at all hurried, it will be so 
unsteadily performed as defeat the object of getting a well- 
formed Line without halting. 

7. When from Close Column of Squadrons, it is required to 
advance in Open Column of Troops, the Right Troop of the 
First Squadron receives from its Leader, on the Caution, the 
word " Right Troop Advance."

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Section XIII. ON THE OPEN COLUMN. 

1. Movements of the Open Oolumn to Front, Bear, and Flanks, 
ire of the utmost importance, and, as they precede many Forma- 
tions into Line, the greatest attention should be paid to their 
jxactness. The Open Column is called " Column of Route," 
ivhen applied to common Marches. It is named the " Column of 
Manoeuvre," when applied to the execution of Field Movements, 
md great precision is then required, in order to ensure at any 
noment a correct Formation into Line. The Column will be 
brmed with the " left in front," whenever it is probable that the 
Formation of the Line will be required to the right Flank; and 
' right in front " when required to the left Flank. 

2. The Open Column of Troops is to be considered the 
established Column of Manoeuvre. 

3. It is a general rule, that, in all Formations of Line froni 
3pen Column by the Oblique Echellon, the Troops must rather 
)ver-wheel at the commencement of the Movement; those next 
he Base making nearly a full wheel. 

4. In the following Movements from Open Column, no 
Formations of Line oblique to the direction of the Column have 
)een laid down, it being considered the safest for the Column 
previously to form Line in the prolongation of its front, or either 
)f its flanks ; having done this, it is easy for the Line imme- 
iiately to make such a change of Front as may place it in the 
•equired situation. 

5. When the Open Column is to take groimd to its flank, 
ihe caution is given ** Take Oround to the Right (or Left)^' on 
jyhich the Threes are wheeled by the word " Threes Right" or 
* Threes Left," and the Troop Leaders place themselves in front

9. Double Column Movements are very useful for taking up 
oblique Positions ; for the passage of Defiles of a sufficient width, 
where no impediment is likely to occur in the subsequent For- 
mation of the Line; but where obstacles and narrow passes are 
to be expected, the single Column is less liable to confusion, 
and is, therefore, better adapted for general circumstances. For 
the Formation and Movements of Supports and Keserves in 
Brigade, Double Columns are both safe and convenient.

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Section XIV. SKIRMISHING. 

The usual object of employing Skirmisliers is either to gain 
time, to watch the movements of the Enemy, to keep him m 
check, or to prevent him approaching so close to the main body 
as to pick off men and horses in Line, or to annoy a Column 
upon the march. Regularity in Skirmishing and correctness of 
distance cannot always be maintained, on account of the nature 
of the ground. It is nevertheless essential that some genenl 
rules should be laid down for Instruction, which, when become 
habitual, are easily conformed to, and a,pplied according to cir- 
cumstances. 

1. Skirmishers are posted on the flanks of the Squadron, a 
few selected men being appointed for this duty. 

2. When the Trumpet sounds for Skirmishers, they spread 
out at once in a Single Rank, Rear Rank on the left of their 
Front Rank men, at intervals of about twenty yards from each 
other, covering the front of the Regiment at a distance of from 
150 to 200 yards, and outflanking it about 80 or 100 yards. 

3. The Skirmishers are commanded by a Subaltern, assisted 
by two Non-commissioned Officers, the Subaltern remaining near 
the Centre and the Non-commissioned Officers near the Flanks. 

4. Squadrons acting as Advance or Rear Guards detach a 
small party in support of their Skirmishers. 

5. Skirmishers should be trained to act rather by mutual 
understanding of the objects for which thej^ are employed, than 
by any too confined system ; and above all, they must be in- 
structed to look to the nature of the ground. They should 
always keep their horses in motion, even when loading, to avoid 
becoming a mark to their opponents. 

6. Although one Rank is most advisable for the Advance, yet 
on occasions of Retreat it is best for Skirmishers to form and 
act in two Ranks (supporting each other) ; as, for instance, in 
retiring across Ravines, Rivers, or other localities, where one

^ JFSles Left" These words of command (which ought to be 
ery sparingly used) are always accompanied by a wave of the 
Jword, indicating the direction. 

8. Skirmishers must be very exact and alert in noticing, and 
nstantly obeying, the signals made for their guidance, whether 
►roceeding from their own Commander, or from the Trumpet 

9. In Flank Movements, the Skirmishers cover the front and 
lank of the Golumn nearest the Enemy by filing to the right or 
3f^, the alternate man giving a low word ^^Ready" to the man 
rho precedes him, as soon as loaded. 

10. When recalled, the Skirmishers must trot steadily back 
3 their Squadrons, pass through the Intervals, and form up 
dthout hurry. 

11. Galloping should be avoided by Skirmishers. In retiring 
specially they should always avoid any appearance of haste or 
onfdsion. 

12. It should be impressed upon the men when ordered to 
re, to level low, and never to fire without deliberate aim. Ran- 
om shots over the heads of a mob are unjustifiable, because 
kely to injure persons quite unconcerned in the riot. 
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Section XV. 

ADVANCE GUARDS AND REAK GUARDS. 

Advance Guards should never be dispensed with on the 
most ordinary Marches ; and no Corps, Column, or detached 
Body whatever, should neglect this military precaution for its 

safety. 

1. The strength of Advance Guards should be in proportion 
to the body from which they are detached; for instance, one 
Troop may be generally considered as sufficient for three Squa- 
drons. 

2. The Advance Guard usually marches about two hundred 
or two hundred and fifty yards in front of the Column, but the 
distance must entirely depend on circumstances, and whether the 
country is open or inclosed ; also, whether it is in the night, or 
in foggy and thick weather. The Advance Guard detaches a 
party of about one-third to its front ; this party sends forward a 
smaller one, and from this last two men precede the whole. Ab 
a general rule, an Advance Guard should constantly be in 
communication with, or in sight of, the party from whence it is 
detached. 

8. Rear Guards, in cases of retreat, are formed on the same 
principles, in respect to disposition and number, as Advance 
Guards on a march to the front ; but their duties are confined to 
preventing the surprise of the rear. Detachments from the Rear 
Guard must never entirely lose sight of the party to which they 
belong. 
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Section XV I. 

ARRANGEMENTS ON OCCASION OF RIOTS OR 
GENERAL DISTURBANCES. 

It is by Troops or Detachments that Yeomanry are usually 
called upon in aid of the civil power. The suppression of riots, 
the protection of property, and the escorting of prisoners, are 
the duties they are most usually wanted to perform : they are 
Jierefore, when serious riots unhappily occur, peculiarly liable 
o act under difficulties which are severe trials of discipline. 
S'arrow lanes, hollow roads, and intricate inclosures, are situa- 
iionB where the utmost steadiness and precaution must be 
observed to prevent confusion, and no little judgment is required 
mder such circumstances. For these reasons, it is strongly 
recommended, that when Detachments are employed on this 
sort of service, the formation should be in Single Rank, by 
which much difficulty to the young soldier is removed, and 
infinitely greater facility of movement and of acting in con- 
ned spaces is attained. The formation in Single Rank is not 
3nly advantageous for movements in narrow lanes and defiles, 
&c., but when drawn up, as will frequently be the case, in the 
vicinity of farm-yards, or manufactories, it enables every 
man, if necessary, to use his carbine, which, when formed 
two deep, the Rear Rank cannot do without risk. Besides 
which, they are themselves less exposed to stones or other 
Dotissiles, than when in double Rank, and their appearance 
[g more formidable from their apparently greater numbers. 
A.gainst an unorganized and tumultuous mob, a Rear Rank may 
[)e considered not only unnecessary, but it will even prove a 
lisadvantage and positive inconvenience. So far from the habit 
-)i forming and exercising in Single Rank rendering Yeomanry 
ess competent to move with the Cavalry of the Line when 
required, or less handy when formed on other occasions with 
:wo Ranks, it may be as well to observe, that the Regiments of 
regular Cavalry are particularly instructed to exercise frequently 
n Single Rank, as the best possible "pief^M^i.XAOTi lot ^^\ \s>kss^'^- 
lenta with double Ranks. 
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On the first breaking ont of riot, everything depends on the 
promptitude with which an armed force can be brought to the 
spot Every hour lost is an accession of confidence and numben 
to the rioters, while it adds to the confusion of the well-disposed, 
and augments the real danger, by giving time for the promul- 
gation of exaggerated reports. 

The means for insuring the rapid assembly of a Yeomanry | 
Corps, is a point deserving the utmost attention. Much must 
depend on the nature of the country, and distances at whicli 
the individuals reside, but it will always be easy to estab- 
lish a system of ready communication and circulation of orders 
from some central point in the district, by which the Corps 
may be warned and assembled in an extremely short time, and 
for the reasons above stated, nothing can be more necessary and 
important. 

Whenever Yeomanry are out upon any serious occasion, a 
certain number of men should be on picquet duty at some central 
house during both night and day, with a sentry on the look*out, 
and their horses saddled and (except when feeding) bridled, and 
one half only should feed at the same time. Occasional patrols 
should likewise be made, and if any sudden emergency be 
expected, a part, or all of the Corps should remain saddled, 
according to circumstances. 

An Alarm-post must always be fixed before each Troop is 
dismissed into Quarters, at which it is to assemble in case of 
need. With this spot each man must be acquainted, and with 
the shortest and most direct road to it from his own quarters : 
he must also know the signal upon which he is to turn-out and 
proceed to the Alarm-post. In order to render these arrange- 
ments habitual, Alarm-posts ought always to be fixed upon as 
places of parading, when YeoiQanry assemble, even on common 
occasions. The Alarm-posts should be in the most open, central, 
and easily-approached part of the town in which the Troops are 
stationed. Where the Corps is a large one, each Troop and 
Squadron should have its separate post for assembly. When a 
town IB in a state of actual not, \t -mK^ oi\fcTi.\i^«A;:qSa»!c^AtD 
bivouac outaide, rather than xiak. t\ift ^«^«t«^Qii. qI ^<i Tasjsvxa. 
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illets, for it must be recollected how helpless Cavalry become if 
itangled in narrow streets with the liability to being assailed, 
hile assembling, from the windows and housetops. 

Three stable duties should be ordered daily of one hour each, 
veary man to be present ; morning stable soon after day-break, 
lid-day stables about noon, and evening about sunset. 

Although the weather should not admit of any field exercise, 
ill, unless it is so extremely bad as to render it impossible for 
le men to assemble without probable injury to themselves, 
r their horses, it is highly necessary that a Mounted Parade 
lould take place daily for the purpose of inspection. 

No detachment should go out without an Officer, unless in 
ase of sickness or unforseen emergency. Escorts of course ex- 
epted, which it may be here observed, ought never to consist of 
3SS than six men and a Non-commissioned Officer. 

When the Detachment at any station amounts to a Troop, 
he Officer should represent to the Magistrate by whom he may 
>e called out, the great advantage of not employing more than 
lalf the men at a time, except on very urgent occasions, in order 
hat a Beserve may be left in Quarters for a further emergency, 
\r in event of demand for assistance in another direction. In 
ase of Detachments of half a Troop or less, it is advisable that 
he whole should be taken out, in order to guard against too 
mall a division of force. It is of importance at all times to 
lave a Troop or Detachment, when in quarters, as closely con- 
lected as possible. 

In event of any immediate apprehensions of disturbance in 
>r near a station, at least one third of the Detachment should be 
leld at all times in readiness as a picquet, at one of the principal 
billets. 

A feed of com in a small nose bag is to be always held in 
readiness for each horse, and carried when the Detachment is 
called out, also by any man sent on orderly duty. The most 
convenient way of carrying it is to &\\&^iA \\.\i€MSi.^ '^'^'^ssss^ 
}y a etrap from the cantle of tJie aaAS\ft. ^>m»^\»%^ ^^^V^ 
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of stout canvasR or duck, either double, or painted outside to 
prevent the sweat of the horse from getting to the com while 
hanging to the saddle. Every man should also be provided with 
something to eat on those occasions. 

The bridles, swords, and fire-arms should always be taken up 
by the men to their rooms at night ; and all articles of saddlery 
should be so placed in the stable as to be readily laid hold of, in 
case of a sudden turn-out in the night 

Officers should endeavour, when employed at any distance 
from their own districts, to make themselves quickly acquainted 
with the adjacent roads and country ; and if in a large town wiA 
the chief streets and open spaces, also with the most direct com- 
munication to their head-quarters, and to the Detachments both 
of Regular Troops and Yeomanry in their vicinity. 

The rate of march must at all times be left to the discretion 
of the Officer commanding the force employed. In ordinary 
cases it is never to exceed the rate of six miles per hour. On 
very urgent occasions, and for a short distance, a Detachment 
may move at the rate* of eight miles an hour ; but upon no occa- 
sion whatever is the rate of march to be such as to exhaust the 
horses, or to render them unfit for increased exertion upon their 
arrival at the point where their services are likely to be required. 



Section XVII. I 

PRECAUTIONS ON THE MARCH. 

In moving towards places where there are disturbances, there 
should always be both an Advanced and Rear guard, each con- 
sisting of two or three intelligent and well-mounted men, keep- 
ing a good look-out ; those in advance examining the turns in 
the roads, the copses and plantations that are on either side of 
it, and the farm-yards and other places of that nature where 
a number of men might lie concealed. Between each of these 
detached parties and the main body, there should again be one

carbines in their hands and loaded : without these precautions 
the best Cavalry in the world are in danger of surprise and dis- 
grace from a few opponents well posted in hedges and such places 
of concealment. 

It should be a general rule to march with Columns of as wide 
a front as the road will admit without crowding, or preventing 
the free passage of Officers or Orderlies; if other Troops 
are expected to be met or overtaken on the march, the Front 
should be reduced so as not to check or impede them. It 
nmst be recollected, that when acting in streets, roads, &c.f the 
Front of a Column alone can be engaged; and that instead 
of what is called a well-closed -up Column being of much 
use, it often leads to confusion, for it must be evident, 
that in case of the Front being driven back, the more dense 
and compact the Column, the more difficult will it be to re- 
store it to any degree of order, after confusion has once begun 
in the Front. Whenever, therefore, a Colmnn is on the march 
with any expectation of resistance, it should march in several 
Detachments, with an interval between the rear of one Detach- 
ment and the head of the next, of not less than forty or fifty 
yards, by which means, in case the leading Detachment should 
meet with any disaster, it has those in the rear to fall upon for 
support, and without any risk of their being thrown into disor- 
der, or taken by surprise. 

This naturally leads to the injunction universally applicable 
to Cavalry, that in all circumstances of danger there must be a 
portion of the corps held strictly in reserve. It is a rule never 
to be neglected with impunity, especially when formed in Line, 
and called upon to advance against a body of rioters. Steadiness 
and order will, in such cases, produce much more eflFect and 
intimidation than any misplaced impetuosity; and it must be 
recollected, never to permit more than one half of the Line to 
advance for the dispersion of the rioters, the other half to remain 
as a Reserve, perfectly steady, and halted, or following the 
advanced party at a walk or very gentle trot, in order that those 
in hont may fall back if any diaoTdeT ^oxjX.^ ^n&^YSi.'vis^^ tsss^ks. 
and form again in their rear or on t\veivT ^^ax^. 
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It cannot be too much urged upon the attention of every 
Yeoman, that, when once disorder has arisen in the ranks of 
mounted Troops, it is more difficult to rally and re-form one 
single Squadron than a whole Regiment of Infantry. And they 
should also be aware, that when once dispersion ha» taken plaoei 
even though a consequence of success, they cease to be fo^ 
midable, to such a degree, that a man on foot, if well armed, 
may keep off the attack of a single horseman, provided he fiuM 
him resolutely, and is not influenced by the imposing appear- 
ance of his opponent On the other hand, as long as Oavaby 
maintain their ranks with steadiness and order, and do not 
expose themselves to fall into confusion, by too great rapidity of 
movement, they are irresistible by any description of force ez^ 
cept a thoroughly disciplined Infantry. 

In conclusion, it must be observed, as not the least important 
part of this subject, that since difficulties arise in some instanoeB 
from ignorance of the power of the Military to act, exceptiog 
under the personal direction of a Magistrate, in the preservation 
of the public peace and suppression of riots, it is right that all 
armed bodies should be aware of the recorded opinion of the 
law-officers of the Crown, that '' Although it is advisable to 
procure a Justice of the peace to attend, and for the Military to 
act under his orders, when such attendance can be obtained ;" 
yet that, '' in the event of a breach of the peace by an assembled 1 
multitude, any of Her Majesty's subjects, without the presence \ 
of a peace officer, may arm themselves, and of course may use 
ordinary means of force to suppress such riot and disturbances, 
and that what Her Majesty's subjects may do, they also ought to 
do, for the suppression of public tumult, when an exigency may 
require that such means be resorted to ; and whatever any othei 
class of Her Majesty's subjects may allowably do in this particular, 
the Military may unquestionably do also." 
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Section XVIII. ESCORTS. 

Yeomanry are frequently required to furnish Escorts in 
mes of disturbance, for the transport of prisoners ; and there is 
occasion where more steadiness and precaution is necessary. 
•he manner of forming such Escorts must greatly depend on 
jrcninstan<?es, but the following may be taken for ordinary 
aidance, first observing that on all such occasions Yeomanry 
lould be formed in Single Rank. 

Suppose the case of a Troop of about fifty men ordered to 
>rm an Escort for a waggon or other conveyance, containing 
risoners, the Commanding Officer forms his men in line, and 
roceeds to direct the flank Serjeant to move off with the two 
len next him, and form an advance guard, the two men pre- 
sding this Non-commissioned Officer about one hundred yards, 
ad the latter keeping about the same distance in front of the 
Iscort. The next Three follow as an advanced party, about 
fly yards behind the Non-commissioned Officer; fifty yards 
ebind the advanced party follow the rest of the Eight Division 
y Threes, thus : four Threes (twelve men) in front of the wag- 
on; the next Three, one behind the other, on the right-hand 
Ide of it; the next Three in like order, on the left of it. These 
Ix men are called the Flankers. The left Division or half 
?roop follows behind the waggon by Threes; the left-flank 
ieijeant being about fifty yards in rear, with two men as a 
ear-guard about one hundred yards behind him. 

It must be observed, that the distances both of the Advance 
nd Bear Guard depend on the nature of the country to be passed 
hrough, being of course greater in an open country, and less in 
i district that is wooded or obstructed, making it always a rule 
hat they should never be quite out of sight of the main body. 

It is very advisable that the men should all keep their 
)roper places by Threes ; therefore, if the moving off the flank 
^rjeant and his men for the Advance Guard breakiR mt^ tliA\^<^'xl

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advanced party, by wbicli means the main body of tbe Escort 
will be able to march in their regolar order by Threes, and the 
whole can form up readily and without risk of confusion. Any 
odd men on the left Flank should, on the same principle, be 
attached to that part of the Escort which follows immediately 
behind the waggon. 

The Oommanding Officer should in general remain near the 
prisoners ; but he should constantly communicate by one of Iub 
Officers or Non-commissioned Officers with the Advance and 
rear Guards, to know if all is right with them. Any attempt 
to crowd in upon the prisoners must be quickly repressed liy 
the Flankers, who, if the Escort is in a country road^ and accom- 
panied by a crowd, should, if possible, prevent any people from 
keeping alongside, even on the foot paths. The Officers should 
not be confined to any particular post, but be so distributed as 
to keep a general superintendence of the Escort* 

One man of the Advance guard should instantly, on disco- 
vering any obstacle to the march, whether accidental or inten- 
tional, ride back to the Commanding Officer, telling his Serjeant 
as he passes, and inform him exactly how matters stand. When 
interruption is expected, a few men of the main body should 
have their fire-arms loaded, and at the *' Carry," instead of their I 
swords. One of the Advance Guard should march with his fire- 
arms carried, and the other with his sword drawn ; the same 
with respect to the Rear Guard. I 

In case of opposition, the main body of the Escort should 
always endeavour to keep moving forward; and unless consider- 
able preparation has been made, no ordinary assemblage will be 
able to prevent mounted Troops advancing, if they preserve good 
order and strict silence, and move at a steady trot. 

An Officer charged by the civil power with the escort of 
prisoners should insist upon such a conveyance being provided as 
may enable the whole to move at a brisk pace, if circumstances 
should make it necessary. 

Tbe arrangement of a Bma\\l)e\ac\i"mftii\. ^-oi^Q^^^ ^li.'^aRKd

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what has been laid down for a Troop. The Advance and Kear- 
gnard, even although the strength of the Detachment might not 
admit of more than one man for each of those duties, must 
never be dispensed with. 

It is always advisable that one Commissioned Officer, at 
least, should accompany an Escort, however small. There are 
very few occasions where it would be proper or safe to employ 
fewer than ten or twelve men on this duty, especially if there 
are more than half that number of prisoners. 

Constables should always be required to go in the convey- 
ance with the prisoners if possible ; and if regular police are at 
band, it is best to place the Prisoners in their immediate 
charge, keeping the Detachment of Yeomanry as a Keserve to 
support them ; but in all cases an Advance and Rear Guard must 
never be dispensed with, nor any military precaution left 
unobserved. 

Escorts of Honour. 

Escorts or Guards of Honour are occasionally furnished by 
Yeomanry for Royal Personages*. They are usually formed 
feeing the door-way at which the royal carriage is waiting, in 
single rank. On the Royal Personage's appearance at the door, 
the Commanding Officer gives the word *'Draw Swords" he and 
the other officers saluting but quickly recovering their swords, 
and giving the word '^Threes Right,'* or **Left" as the case may 
be, followed by "Form the Escort, Trot, March," on which the 
whole, having been previously cautioned, move quickly to their 
respective posts, the two senior Officers placing themselves one 
by the side of each window of the carriage, the second Flankers 
either riding outside or following them. 

As the carriage arrives at its destination, the Escort forms 
line, facing the gateway or door at which it stops, the Flankers 
dropping back, and taking their places by Threes, and the Offi- 
cers regaining their stations in front of the line as it is forming, 
Emd immediately saluting.

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It must be recollected, tliat if the carriage moves off towards 
the left flank of the Escort they march off "left in front," but vice 
versa, if the carriage moves off towards the right. If the door 
at which the carriage stops on arrival happens to be on the 
right, the Escort, if "right in front," must form by the Advance 
guard wheeling up and halting short of the entrance, the re- 
mainder passing on behind them, and coming up successively to 
their places in the way laid down for the " Formation of the 
Squadron to the Reverse Flank" (page 78), whereas if the door 
at which the carriage is to stop is on the left-hand side, the men 
of the Advance Guard move on past it, wheel up to their left, 
and halt, the remainder closing to them as they arrive, on the 
principle of ** Left Form," as laid down in the *' Formation of 
the Squadron" (page 77). 

• 

If the road leads up to an entrance door, directly facing it, 
the Advance Guard inclines away to the right, (supposing they 
are marching right in front,) and halts, facing the house at such 
a distance to their right of the door as may bring the centre 
part of the Escort about opposite to it. The remainder as they 
arrive form upon the Advance Guard as laid down in the " For- 
mation to the Front " (page 72), taking care, however, not to 
impede the carriage as it passes out to the front of their line. 

If Escorts, as is strongly recommended, are always formed 
in Single Bank, it must be borne in mind to take no account of 
what regards the Rear Bank, in referring to the Formation. 

It has been thought advisable to enter into these minute de- 
tails, because an Escort of Honour is an opportunity for Yeo- 
manry to show their activity and good training ; while, on the 
other hand, there is no occasion where mistakes and confusion 
are more likely to occur, and where the exposure of them is 
more conspicuous.

Disobedience of orders, or any disrespect shown to any Officer, 
will be instantly reported to the Officer commanding ^ l 
Corps ; and it is earnestly to be impressed upon all ranks, 
that so much of discipline depends upon the obedience of 
Non-commissioned Officers, that not only must all Oom- 
missioned Officers see that it is always duly paid them, but 
these Officers themselves must be instantly reduced, if 
they do not report any contempt or neglect of their aaiho- 
rity. 

Drunkenness on parade is a fault so degrading and disgracefol to 
the whole Corps, that, although a fine for the Jirst offence 
may be accepted, a repetition of the offence should inva- 
riably be punished by expulsion. 

Clothing and Accoutrements. 

Whoever suffers any part of his uniform, arms, or accoutrements 
to be injured or defaced, imless by unavoidable accident 
when on duty, must furnish himself with new ones, or bear 
the expense of such repair as will make them appear in 
every respect the same as those of the rest of the Corps. 

If the arms or accoutrements require repair or alteration, the 
same is to be reported to the Commanding Officer of the 
Troop, and any person who shall have any alteration made, 
without such communication, shall pay his regulated fine 
according to rank. 

Any Non-commissioned Officer or Private wearing any article 
of his military equipment, except when on duty, shall for 
each offence pay his regulated fine according to rank. 

No member shall exchange his clothes, arms, or accoutrements

ABSTRACT OF THE GOVERNMENT REGULATIONS. 

All matters not provided for in these Regulations must be 
referred to the Secretary of State for the Home Department, 
through the Lieutenant of the County. 

Composition of Yeomanry. 

No Troop must consist of less than 40, or more than 100 
Privates (Farriers included). 

Troops under 70 men have 1 Captain, 1 Lieutenant, 1 Cor- 
net, 1 Quarter-Master, 1 Trumpeter : and Troops exceeding 70 
have an additional Lieutenant. 

A Serjeant and a Corporal are allowed to every 20 Privates ; 
a Drill Serjeant is included in the number. 

A Corps of 120 Privates is allowed a Serjeant-Major. 

A Regiment of 300 Privates is allowed an Adjutant instead 
of a Seijeant-Major. 

A Corps or Regiment of 200 Privates is allowed 1 Lieutenant- 
Colonel and 1 Major. 

A Regiment of 320 Privates is allowed a Lieutenant-Colonel 
Commandant, a Lieutenant-Colonel, and a Major. 

Qualifications and Pay of Adjutant and 

Serjeant-Major. 

Adjutant. — Four years' service as a Commissioned Officer 
or Serjeant-Major in the Regulars, Embodied Militia, Fenciblea^ 
or Honourable Company's Service, "ffia ^^^ Sa» ^%. ^ ^^ ;^ifc^s^^^ 
2s, for forage, and commenoea ftoia \)^ &x^\> ^l^ ^ ^=^^ * 
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Serjeant-Major. — ^Three years' service as a Noa-commis- 
sioned Officer in the Regulars, Embodied Militia, or Fencibles. 
His pay is 3«. 2d. a day, besides 2s. for forage, and commences 
from his first day's duty. The application for permanent pay of 
a Serjeant-Major must be made to the War-Office, along with a 
statement of his service, and a certificate of his attestation, in 
the Yeomanry. 

Note. — It is much to be regretted that the foregoing Rules do not rec«v6 
some modification, and that the restrictions are not more stringent as to 
eligibility. An Adjutant is as necessary for 200 men as for 300. On the 
other lumd, four years' Militia Service is no qualification whatever for a 
Cavalry Adjutant, much less is three years' Militia Service a qualification 
for a Seijeant-Major of Cavalry, and of Cavalry too, which peculiarly 
require a Seijeant-Miyor thoroughly competent and able to instruct in 
every dettdl. 



Returns and Applications. 

The following Return, signed by the Commanding Officer 
for the Troop, Corps, or Regiment, is to be sent three times 
a year to the Home Secretary, viz., 1st April, 1st August, Ist 
December. 
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On the following points application mnst always be inaiie 
through the Lieutenant of the County, who, if he approves of 
the application, forwards it to the Home Secretary; ITo. 7 
excepted, which he forwards to the Ordnance. 

1. Alteration in the title or establishment of the Corpf. 

2. Permanent pay for an Adjutant 

3. Assembly for Exercise. This must always be accompanied 
by a statement of the intended date and place of aMiembly, the 
number of men, and the days of exercise, (not exceeding four* 
teen, nor less than five.) On the Home Secretary notifying Mb 
assent, the Lieutenant of the County signs this statement, and 
sends it to the War Office, from whence forms of estimate and 
account are then sent to the Commandant 

4. Assembly for Permanent DiUy. This application goes 
through the same form, and is accompanied by the same kind of 
return as the last. 

5. Officers* commissions. 

6. Applications for permanent pay for an Adjutant, (accom- 
panied by statement of service). 

7. Supply or exchange of arms or accoutrements, (accompa- 
nied by a return of the eflfective strength of the Corps). 

On receiving through the Lieutenant of the County the 
authority for Assembly for Exercise, the Commandant transmitB 
through the same channel a return, showing the intended date 
and place of assembly, the number of men, and the number of days. 

An Officer on receiving his commission must without delay 
transmit to the Gazette writer, through the Clerk of the Peace 
for the County, the particulars of rank and date, signed by the 
Lieutenant for the County. The fee upon a Conmiission is 6s.

A return of arms and stores in possession of the Regiment, 
Oorps, Squadron, or Troop, must be sent on the 1st of Novem- 
ber, yearly, to the Ordnance Office. 

All correspondence regarding pay and allowances takes place 
with the Secretary at War, under this address :

In replying to any War-Office letters the number as well as 
date must be quoted. 

Forms are every year sent from the War Office to the Com- 
mandants, to be filled up with the number of days of exercise 
and duty performed. They must be filled up and returned 
within one month after receipt. 



Contingent Allowance Annually. 

For each effective Non-commissioned Officer, Trumpeter, 
Farrier, and Private, on the establishment, (including Drill 
Serjeant's pay,) but not that of the Serjeant-Major, 11. 10«. 
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Clothing and Appointments' Allowance. 

Same as above, only including the Serjeant-Major. 

Both these allowances, as well as the Adjutant and Serjeant- 
Major's pay, are issued half yearly in advance, on the Command- 
ant's filling up and returning the form sent him for the purpose, 
from the War-Office. 

Three years of the contingent and clothing allowances will 
be advanced to new Eegiments, Corps, Squadrons, or Troops, 
and also to augmentations of old ones, on applying for filling up 
and returning a War-Office form. But in both cases the men 
must be certified as enrolled and equipped within two months 
after the '* Acceptance of Service." 

Commandants of Regiments, Corps, or Squadrons, will re- 
ceive all contingent and clothing balances from the Captains of 
Troops, and will draw for all arrears. This only applies to those 
Eegiments or Corps formed of incorporated Troops. 

Assembly. 

The distinction between assembly for Exercise, and assembly 
for Permanent Duty, must be carefully observed. In neither 
case must the actual assembly take place till the Lieutenant of 
the county has sent the Commandant, in writing, the consent of 
the Home Secretary. 

For Exercise. 

Yeomanry are not allowed to assemble for exercise for less 
than five consecutive days, nor must the whole of the days 
within the year exceed fourteen. Therefore, if they assemble 
more than twice in the year, special leave must be obtained, at 
one of the periods, to meet for four days in lieu of five. 

The pay when assembled for exercise la 2.%. Cot Qa$^\^ \asNCw^ 
and Is, 4d, for each horse daily. 
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In ten days after the assembly for exercise is over, the Com- 
mandant sends to the Secretary-at-War an account of snms paid} 
and sums received, from whom he then receives either a form of 
bill to draw for whatever has fallen short, or an order to pay 
whatever may have remained over in his hands to the Bank of 
England. 

Fob Pbbmanbnt Duty, 

May be substituted for assembly for exercise. It must not 
exceed six consecutive days, besides the days of marching to and 
from the assembly. Immediately on receiving, through the 
Lieutenant of the Oounty, the leave to assemble, estimates for 
the pay and allowances are to be sent to the War Office, on the 
forms supplied from thence ; and in return a bill at ten days' 
sight is sent to the Oommanding Officer. Within ten days after 
the duty is over, the account must be sent to the War Office ; on 
which the Secretary-at-War, if he approves the account, either 
remits the balance due, if the bill did not suffice, or directs the 
balance over to be paid to Government, if the bill more than 
covered the expenditure. Yeomanry thus assembled are under 
the General of the District's orders, if there is one, or if in a gar- 
rison, under those of the Commandant, and are to conform to the 
Regulations for the Regulars. The Articles of War are to be 
read to the Yeomanry on these occasions. 

Yeomanry when assembled on permanent duty, or in aid of 
the civil power, are billeted the same as regular Cavalry. 

Aid of Civil Power. 

The order of the Lieutenancy or Magistracy calling out Yeo- 
manry, in aid of the Civil Power, should state the reasons for so 
doing, and number of Troops required on these occasions*. The 
sAme daily rate of pay is allowed as when on "Permanent Duty." 

A copy of the order is to be instantly sent by the Command* 
ant to the Secretary-at- War, with an application for forms ofesti-

Points to be observed in drawing and nego- 
tiating Bills upon the Paymaster-General. 

[Extracted fi-om War-Office Orders of Jan. 1, 1831.] 

When an estimate or account is approved, a form of bill for 
the sum, which the Paymaster-General may be authorized to 
issue, will be transmitted from the War Office to the proper 
Officer, for negotiation. 

No Officer is allowed to draw any bill upon the Paymaster- 
General, but upon the very form which he shall have received 
from the War Office, with the exact sum to be drawn by him 
already inserted therein. 

No bill must under any circumstances be signed by any other 
person than the Officer who shall have been expressly authorized 
by the War Office to draw the bill. 

The printed letter of advice, annexed to the authority, must 
be carefully filled up, signed by the drawer of the bill, and trans- 
mitted to the War Office, by the post of the day on which it was 
negotiated. 

The letters of advice must exactly agree with the bill, 
the particulars of its date, the amount, andtihA w«saA% oCtk^-^^^- 
ties to whom it is made payable. 
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In filling up the bill, the name of the party or firm to whom 
it is payable must be accurately spelt; the amount in the body 
of the bill must be distinctly stated in words at length, and must 
exactly agree with the amount stated in figures in the margin : 
these points deserve particular attention, as inaccuracies, espe- 
cially where the name or firm in the body of the bill dififers from 
the endorsement, will prevent the payment by the Bank of Eng- 
land, although the bill be duly accepted by the Paymaster- 
General. 

When bills are returned unpaid by the Bank of England, on 
account of irregularity, after having received the Paymaster- 
Gkneral's acceptance, tiiey must on no account be destroyed, bat 
the irregularity must be corrected, and the bill again presented 
for payment, as the Paymaster-Greneral, having once given his 
acceptance on behalf of the public, cannot give it a second time 
for the same sum. 

In the event of a bill being accidentally defaced prior to 
acceptance, no other can be substituted by the Accountant, but 
application must be made to the War Ofl&ce for a new form, and 
the bill so defaced must be returned to that department. 

As by a proper attention to the Regulations and the fore- 
going Memoranda, no Ofl&cer need ever be exposed to the inconve- 
nience of having his bills returned, any expense which may arise 
in cases where irregularity occurs must be borne by the drawers. 
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Section XXII. 
DESTRUCTION OR LOSS OF ARMS. 

" The cause of all deficiencies should be particularly noted 
when they happen ; and when arms become unserviceable, they 
are not, on that account, to be destroyed, but reserved to be 
returned to the Ordnance, when a convenient opportunity shall 
arise." Subjoined is a statement of some of the amounts fixed 
by the Ordnance, to be charged to individuals, in case of the 
wilful destruction or loss by neglect, of any of the accoutrements 
furnished by the Government ; the same being recoverable by a 
summary process at law.
